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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MANAGER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Middleborough,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the  office  of  the  Town  Manager 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958,  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  Highway  Department  program  of  road  surface  treatment  was 
resumed  during  the  summer,  on  a  continued  increased  scale  due  to  the 
additional  allotment  of  Chapter  90  funds  from  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  County  Commissioners.  These  funds  furnished  labor,  equipment  and 
materials  for  the  seal  coating  of  those  streets  which  fall  within  the 
category  of  highways  maintained  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Also,  provided  for  by  these  funds 
was  the  patching  and  shoulder  work  and  the  brush  cutting  and  mowing 
of  the  same  streets. 

That  part  of  the  Chapter  90  allotment  which  was  for  reconstruction 
of  new  surfaces  was  applied  to  the  completion  of  Center  Street  drainage 
and  resurfacing.  Continuing  with  the  long  range  program  of  rebuilding 
Route  44  through  the  center  of  town,  we  have  installed  the  drainage 
system  on  East  Main  Street  from  its  intersection  with  North  Main  Street 
to  the  river.  This  was  the  extent  of  the  work  permitted  with  the  funds 
available.  This  section  will  be  resurfaced  with  1959  funds  and  drainage 
on  North  Main  Street  will  be  started. 

With  town  funds,  Vernon  Street  was  scarified,  graveled,  penetrated 
and  sealed.  Precinct  Street  was  completed  with  gravel,  penetration  and 
seal  coat.  Many  miles  of  asphalt  roads  received  seal  coating. 

The  rapid  growth  of  brush  along  the  town  roads  continues  to  be  a 
major  and  costly  problem.  Due  to  the  very  wet  summer  this  operation 
was  necessarily  given  more  attention  and  Howard  “Pete”  Sparrow  should 
be  given  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  fine  work  done  with  the  equip¬ 
ment  available. 

The  cost  of  snow  removal  and  ice  control  for  1958  was  held  at  a 
minimum  and  the  fall  months  were  quite  free  of  expense  from  this 
problem. 

The  purchase  of  a  catch  basin  cleaner  mounted  on  a  dump  truck 
has  speeded  up  that  operation  and  it  has  resulted  in  more  efficient 
handling  with  less  manpower.  It  has  also  contributed  greatly  to  the  con¬ 
trol  of  mosquitos,  as  catch  basins  are  very  likely  breeding  areas,  and  has 
relieved  the  flow  of  street  sand  to  the  sewage  treatment  plant. 

Much  of  the  time  of  employees  of  the  Highway  Department  was 
spent  during  the  year  on  emergency  repair  work  and  the  replacement, 
raising,  and  lowering  of  catch  basin  covers  where  street  construction 
and  drainage  projects  were  carried  on.  These  situations  were  in  addi- 
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tion  to  the  regular  work  of  the  Department,  and  the  men  under  the 
direction  of  Highway  Superintendent  Louis  Forney  are  deserving  of 
credit  for  their  faithful  performance  of  their  jobs. 

A  program  of  supplying  new  street  and  traffic  control  signs  has  been 
carried  out  and  the  old  Highway  Department  barns  have  been  torn  down, 
thus  relieving  that  section  of  town  of  an  unsightly  area.  The  Moth  De¬ 
partment  barn  was  moved  to  its  new  location  adjacent  to  the  Public 
Services  Building  which,  incidentally,  has  been  dressed  up  with  a  new 
front  and  an  addition  at  comparatively  little  cost. 

Sidewalk  reconstruction  was  resumed  on  Cedar  Street  (West  Side), 
Everett  Street,  Reland  Street,  Sproat  Street,  Elm  Street  and  a  small 
section  of  Wareham  Street.  The  West  Side  School  yard  and  the  Union 
Street  School  yard  were  surface  treated  for  a  safer  play  area  for  the 
children  in  those  schools. 

The  Water  Department  again  had  an  unusually  busy  year  due  to 
the  necessity  of  renewing  services,  repairing  leaks  and  renewing  gates 
and  curb  boxes  as  a  consequence  of  the  highway  construction  on  Center 
Street  and  East  Main  Street.  The  usual  emergencies,  house  connections, 
meter  repair  and  replacements  were  carrid  on  and  the  water  extension 
on  Acorn  Street  was  completed  with  the  exception  of  some  house  con¬ 
nections. 

Repairs  to  the  concrete  water  tank  were  completed  on  the  inside  and 
the  tank  was  again  put  into  service.  The  outside,  however,  is  badly  in 
need  of  repair  and  a  close  observation  by  engineers  next  year  will  de¬ 
termine  whether  these  expensive  repairs  should  be  made  or  a  new  tank 
recommended. 

Explorations  for  new  water  supply  sites  continued  in  1958  without 
obtaining  the  desired  results.  One  site  proved  to  have  fine  quality  water 
but  the  quantity  was  found  to  be  inadequate  for  the  sum  which  would 
have  to  be  expended  to  develop  a  well.  No  explorations  are  to  be  carried 
on  next  year.  The  new  gravel  packed  well  is  installed  at  the  former 
Vasel  property  on  East  Main  Street  and  plans  for  the  pump  house,  road, 
machinery  and  water  lines  have  been  formulated  and  bids  for  the  installa¬ 
tion  will  be  asked  for  early  in  1959.  This  new  station,  in  supplementing 
our  present  pumping  facilities,  should  give  us  water  sufficient  to  meet 
our  increasing  needs  and  at  a  lower  cost  as  it  will  relieve  our  Grove 
Street  station  from  continuous  pumping  in  the  summertime.  The  con¬ 
tinuing  check  of  our  supply  sites  by  making  periodic  bacterial  examina¬ 
tions  and  mineral  analysis  showed  the  quality  of  water  pumped  from  our 
existing  wells  to  be  excellent. 

The  coke  filter  at  the  pumping  station  was  painted  and  lettered. 
The  drive  into  the  station  was  blacktopped  and  some  of  the  electrical 
wiring  was  placed  underground.  The  maintenance  of  the  grounds,  the 
building  and  the  machinery  has  been  kept  up  and  a  maximum  of  pumping 
efficiency  has  been  attained. 

No  new  extensions  of  sewer  lines  have  been  made  this  year,  but 
many  new  house  connections  have  been  tied  in  to  existing  lines  thus 
increasing  the  flow  through  our  sewage  processing  plant.  Statistics  for 
the  water  and  sewer  stations  are  contained  elsewhere  in  the  annual  report. 
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Progress  has  been  made  in  the  planning  for  the  future.  The  Zoning 
by-law  was  accepted  after  a  great  deal  of  hard  work  and  long  hours 
given  to  it  by  the  Planning  Board,  and  some  very  fine  publicity  by  the 
various  newspapers  servicing  this  area.  The  Business  and  Industrial 
Commission  became  activated  by  the  acceptance  of  enabling  legislation 
at  the  annual  Town  meeting,  and  this  Commission  has  done  much  in  the 
way  of  making  existing  businesses  more  comfortable  and  by  seeking 
to  formulate  ways  and  means  of  attracting  new  businesses,  without  the 
benefit  of  budgetary  appropriations.  Further  progress  is  hoped  to  be 
made  next  year  by  the  means  of  mapping  our  town,  surveys  of  town- 
owned  property,  and  plans  drawn  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  build¬ 
ing  codes.  A  new  bridge  and  dam  is  to  be  constructed  over  the  Nemasket 
River  at  Wareham  Street  for  the  better  control  of  the  river  and  more 
adequate  protection  for  our  electric  power  distribution  station. 

The  appearances  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  have  changed  con¬ 
siderably  this  year  and  inconveniences  have  been  encountered  by  many 
businessmen,  home-owners  and  tourists.  These  inconveniences,  for  the 
most  part,  have  been  the  result  of  new  highway  construction  both  in  the 
center  of  town  and  on  the  outskirts.  This  has  caused  loss  of  business, 
temporary  loss  of  water,  gas  or  electrical  services,  inconvenient  detours, 
removal  or  loss  of  homes  and  sometimes  property  damage.  The  patience 
with  which  the  public  has  accepted  these  inconveniences  has  been  com¬ 
mendable  and  we  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  cooperation  of  the  public  and  the  various  department 
heads  and  employees.

“Since  our  report  of  progress  submitted  at  our  last  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  1957,  our  Committee  has  met  on  several  occasions,  as  a  group 
and  with  the  Board  of  Assessors.  After  many  hours  of  studying  the  valu¬ 
ation  of  various  parcels,  as  set  up,  we  find  inequities,  in  far  too  great  a 
number,  and  total  lack  of  information,  it  even  goes  so  far,  that  some 
parcels  are  not  assessed.  Hence  we  are  more  convinced  now  than  ever 
before  that,  a  full  time  field  man  should  be  employed.  The  reason  for  this 
condition  is  that  the  Assessors  do  not  have  sufficient  time  to  investigate 
properly. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  a  full  time  field  man,  appointed  by  the 
Assessors,  be  made  possible,  by  the  necessary  vote  of  the  Town’s  people, 
and  that  such  appointment  be  made  as  soon  after  the  vote,  as  is  possible. 
This  man  should  be  qualified  to  map  our  town,  showing  locations,  area, 
and  current  owners  of  each  parcel  of  property. 

We  are  entirely  in  accord  as  a  committee,  that  all  work  of  Assessors 
should  be  done  by  our  elected  board  with  the  help  of  a  field  man,  rather 
than,  by  an  outside  group.  Some  work  has  been  done  by  the  present 
board,  but  the  work  is  progressing  much  too  slowly  to  be  effective.”

Voted  to  extend  the  water  from  the  junction  of  West  Grove  Street 
and  Oak  Avenue  southerly  in  Oak  Avenue  to  the  terminus  of  water  main 
in  Clark  Street  approximately  568  feet,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
take  necessary  easements  by  gift,  purchase,  eminent  domain  or  other¬ 
wise,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,022.61  by  transfer  from  balance  now 
remaining  in  the  water  extension  fund.

The  Middleborough  Planning  Board  respectfully  submits  its  report 
to  this  Special  Town  Meeting. 
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We  conducted  a  Public  Hearing  on  June  2,  1958  at  8:00  P.M.  at  the 
Middleborough  Town  Hall  after  giving  due  notice  of  said  hearing  in  the 
May  29th,  1958  issue  of  the  Middleboro  Gazette.  This  Public  Hearing 
pertained  to  the  proposed  Zoning  By-Law  that  is  before  you  for  con¬ 
sideration. 

We  recommend  that  the  voters  present  adopt  the  Zoning  By-Law  as 
set  out  under  Article  1  of  the  Warrant  for  this  Special  Town  Meeting 
with  the  following  changes. 

1.  In  Section  IV  after  the  word  “hereof”  strike  out  the  words  “no 
dwelling,  building,  or  structure  shall  be  constructed,  altered  or  extended, 
and”. 

2.  In  Section  IV-A-l-k-3  strike  out  the  period  after  the  word  “public”, 
insert  a  comma  after  the  word  “public”  and  add  the  words  after  the 
comma  “except  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.” 

3.  In  Section  IV-B-l-c  strike  out  the  words  “with  accessory  Struc¬ 
tures,”  and  place  a  period  after  the  work  “dwelling.” 

4.  In  Section  VI-A-5  strike  out  the  word  “non-conforming  dwelling, 
building,  or  structure,”  and  insert  in  their  place  the  words  “dwelling, 
building,  structure,  or  land  in  nonconforming  use.” 

5.  In  Section  VI-B-1  insert  the  words  “and  B”  before  the  word 
“hereof”,  and  the  words  “between  a  height  of  three  feet  and  eight  feet 
above  the  finished  surfaces  of  the  streets”  that  appear  after  the  word 
“intersection”  to  be  inserted  after  the  word  “vision”  and  add  the  words 
“or  in  the  case  of  a  rounded  corner  the  point  of  intersection  of  such  lines 
if  projected,”  after  the  above-mentioned  word  “intersection”. 

6.  In  Section  VII-C-5  insert  the  words  “a  special  permit  or”  before 
the  word  “a”,  and  strike  out  the  words  “or  special  permit”  before  the 
word  “from”. 

7.  Include  in  the  General  Use  District  the  land  bounded  by  the 
center  lines  of  the  railroad,  Wood  Street,  Fall  Brook,  and  the  Nemasket 
River. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  Counsel,  Town  Moderator,  and  various  civic  organizations  for  their 
assistance  and  cooperation. 

Voted  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  accepted. 

Voted  to  adopt  the  Zoning  By-Law  as  set  out  under  Article  1  of  the 
Warrant  for  this  Special  Town  Meeting  with  the  above  amendments.

ZONING  BY-LAW  FOR  THE 
TOWN  OF  MIDDLEBOROUGH 

SECTION  I.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  By-Law  is  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  con¬ 
venience,  morals  and  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough,  to  conserve  and  improve  the  value  of  property  by  avoid¬ 
ing  congestion,  reducing  fire  hazards,  and  providing  for  orderly  growth 
of  the  community  under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Chapter  40A  and  any  amendments 
thereof. 

SECTION  II.  DEFINITIONS 

In  this  By-Law  the  following  terms,  unless  a  contrary  meaning  is 
required  by  the  context  or  is  specifically  prescribed,  shall  have  the  fol¬ 
lowing  meanings: 

A.  A  lot  shall  be  defined  as  an  area  of  land  with  definite  boundaries, 
whether  held  by  ownership  in  fee  or  under  lease. 

B.  A  street  shall  be  defined  as  a  public  way  (other  than  a  non- 
access  highway)  or  any  way  shown  on  a  plan  or  described  in  a 
deed  duly  recorded  with  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds 
or  registered  with  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  District  of  the 
Land  Court.

C.  A  street  line  shall  be  defined  as  the  dividing  line  between  a  street 
and  a  lot. 

D.  A  roadside  stand  shall  be  defined  as  a  building  or  structure  used 
only  for  the  display  and  sale  of  farm  products. 

SECTION  III.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICTS 

A.  Types  of  Districts.  For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law,  the  Town  of 
Middleborough  is  hereby  divided  into  the  following  types  of  use 
districts: 

Residence  A 
Residence  B 
Business 
General  Use 

B.  Location  of  Districts.  The  boundaries  of  these  Districts  are 
hereby  established  as  shown  on  the  Zoning  Map  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk  of  Middleborough  on  May  29,  1958.  This  Zoning 
Map,  with  all  explanatory  matter  thereon,  is  hereby  made  a  part 
of  this  By-Law. 
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SECTION  IV.  USE  REGULATIONS 

Except  as  provided  in  Section  VI-A  hereof,  no  dwelling,  building, 
structure,  land,  or  part  thereof  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  in  any 
manner  other  than  for  one  or  more  of  the  uses  nereinafter  set  forth  as 
permitted  in  the  District  in  which  such  dwelling,  building,  structure,  or 
land  is  located,  or  set  forth  as  permissable  by  special  permit  in  said 
District  and  so  authorized. 

A.  Residence  Districts 
1.  Permitted  Uses 

a.  Dwellings. 

b.  Roadside  stands. 

c.  Farms,  nurseries,  and  buildings  thereon  devoted  to  agri¬ 
cultural  purposes. 

d.  The  taking  of  boarders  and  lodgers  in  a  dwelling  by  a 
family  resident  therein. 

e.  Patriotic  and  fraternal  organizations. 

f.  Cemeteries. 

g.  Religious,  education,  municipal,  or  government  uses.  Cor¬ 
rectional  institutions  are  excluded. 

h.  Public  or  semi-public  institutions  of  a  philanthropic  or 
charitable  character. 

i.  Hospitals,  sanitoriam  and  other  medical  institutions. 

j.  Libraries,  museums,  and  telephone  exchanges. 

k.  Accessory  uses  customarily  incidental  to  a  permitted  main 
use  on  the  same  premises  including  and  limited  to  the 
following: 

(1)  Use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  for  customary 
home  occupations  conducted  by  resident  occupants, 
such  as  dressmaking,  candy,  pie,  and  cake  making  or 
for  the  practice,  by  a  resident,  of  a  recognized  profes¬ 
sion.  A  maximum  number  of  three  employees  may  be 
engaged  by  the  resident  occupant  if  needed  to  conduct 
the  home  occupation  or  profession. 

(2)  Use  of  premises  or  dwelling,  building,  or  structure 
thereon  in  connection  with  his  trade  by  a  resident 
carpenter,  electrician,  painter,  plumber  or  other 
artisan,  provided  that  no  manufacturing  or  business 
requiring  substantially  continuous  employment  be  car¬ 
ried  on,  and  provided  further  that  no  merchandise  or 
materials  worked  upon,  required  for  use,  or  made  for 
sale  are  visible  to  the  passing  public. 

(3)  Use  of  premises  or  dwelling,  building,  or  structure 
thereon  in  connection  with  an  occupation,  vocation  or 
manufacture  of  any  product,  or  any  operation  of  a 
mechanical  nature  by  one  or  more  members  of  a 
family  resident  upon  the  premises,  provided  that  such 
occupation,  vocation,  manufacture,  or  operation  of  a 
mechanical  nature  is  not  noxious  or  offensive  by  rea¬ 
son  of  noise  or  odor,  and  does  not  create  a  public 
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nuisance  or  hazard,  and  provided  further  that  no  mer¬ 
chandise  or  materials  worked  upon,  required  for  use, 
or  made  for  sale  are  visible  to  the  passing  public,  ex¬ 
cept  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

(4)  Use  of  an  accessory  structure  such  as  a  private 
garage,  greenhouse,  tool  shed,  playhouse,  tennis  court 
or  other  similar  building  or  structure  for  domestic 
storage  or  use. 

(5)  Use  of  signs 

(a)  For  advertising  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  property 
on  which  it  is  located.  Each  sign  shall  not  exceed 
six  square  feet  in  area. 

(b)  For  advertising  activities  with  a  permitted  use 
in  Section  IV-A-l-b,  c,  d,  and  k  there  shall  be 
only  one  sign  and  it  shall  not  exceed  six  square 
feet  in  area  and  shall  be  on  the  premises  where 
such  activities  are  carried  on. 

(c)  For  advertising  all  other  activities  with  a  per¬ 
mitted  use  in  Section  IV  there  is  no  restriction 
imposed  upon  the  size  and  number  of  signs. 

2.  Uses  which  may  be  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  appearing  in  Section  VII- 
C-2  of  this  By-Law. 

a.  Aviation  use. 

b.  Recreational  use. 

c.  Any  use  determined  to  be  of  a  character  similar  to  IV-A-1 
and  2. 

B.  Business  District 

1.  Permitted  Uses. 

a.  Any  commercial  establishment  conducting  a  sales  or 
service  business  catering  to  the  public. 

b.  Any  manufacturing  or  industrial  use,  including  processing, 
fabrication  and  assembly. 

c.  Any  use  permitted  in  a  Residence  District,  except 
dwellings. 

C.  General  Use  District 

1.  No  restriction  or  regulation  is  imposed  by  this  By-Law  upon 
the  use  made  of  buildings,  structures  or  premises. 

SECTION  V.  AREA  REGULATIONS 

A.  Residence  A  District 

1.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  V-A-l-a  hereof,  no  dwelling, 
building  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in  this  District 
shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on  any  lot 
having  an  area  of  less  than  twenty  thousand  square  feet  and 
a  street  frontage  of  less  than  one  hundred  twenty  feet. 
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a.  A  lot  having  an  area  or  a  frontage  of  lesser  amounts  than 
required  in  Section  V-A-l  hereof,  shall  be  considered  as 
complying  with  the  area  and  frontage  requirements  of  this 
Section,  provided  such  lot  was  shown  on  a  plan  or  described 
in  a  deed  duly  recorded  with  the  Plymouth  County  Reg¬ 
istry  of  Deeds  or  registered  with  the  Plymouth  Registry 
District  of  the  Land  Court  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  By-Law  and  did  not  at  the  time  of  such  adoption  ad¬ 
join  other  land  of  the  same  owner  available  for  use  in 
connection  with  such  lot. 

2.  Not  more  than  one  dwelling  or  building  with  accessory  struc¬ 
tures  having  a  permitted  use  in  this  District  shall  Hereafter 
be  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on  any  lot. 

3.  No  dwelling,  buildings,  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use 
in  this  District  except  open  entrance  platforms  and  steps  shall 
hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on  any  lot  closer  to 
any  street  line  than  twenty  five  feet. 

4.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  V-A-4-a  hereof,  no  dwelling, 
building,  or  accessory  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in 
this  District  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  or  converted 
on  any  lot  closed  to  side  lot  lines  and  rear  lot  lines  than  ten 
feet. 

a.  For  each  foot  a  lot  as  described  in  Section  V-l-a  hereof,  has 
street  frontage  less  than  the  requirements  of  Section 
V-A-l  hereof,  three  inches  may  be  deducted  from  the  pre¬ 
scribed  setback  from  each  side  lot  line  as  required  in  Sec¬ 
tion  V-A-4  hereof,  but  in  no  instance  shall  a  dwelling, 
building,  or  accessory  structure  be  erected,  placed,  or 
converted  closer  than  six  feet  to  side  lot  lines. 

B.  Residence  B  District 

1.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  V-B-l-a  hereof,  no  dwelling, 
building,  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in  this  Dis¬ 
trict  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on  any 
lot  having  an  area  of  less  than  ten  thousand  square  feet  and 
a  street  frontage  of  less  than  eighty  feet. 

a.  A  lot  having  an  area  or  a  frontage  of  lesser  amounts  than 
required  in  Section  V-B-l  hereof,  shall  be  considered  as 
complying  with  the  area  and  frontage  requirements  of  this 
Section,  provided  such  lot  was  shown  on  a  plan  or  described 
in  a  deed  duly  recorded  with  the  Plymouth  County  Registry 
of  Deeds  or  registered  with  the  Plymouth  County  Registry 
District  of  the  Land  Court  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  By-Law  and  did  not  at  the  time  of  such  adoption  ad¬ 
join  other  land  of  the  same  owner  available  for  use  in  con¬ 
nection  with  such  lot. 

2.  Not  more  than  one  dwelling  or  building  with  accessory  struc¬ 
tures  having  a  permitted  use  in  this  District  shall  hereafter 
be  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on  any  lot. 

3.  No  dwelling,  building  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in 
this  District  except  open  entrance  platforms  and  steps  shall 
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hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on  any  lot  closer 
to  any  street  line  than  twenty  five  feet. 

4.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  V-B-4-a  hereof,  no  dwelling, 
building,  or  accessory  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in 
this  District  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  or  converted 
on  any  lot  closer  to  side  lot  lines  and  rear  lot  lines  than  ten 
feet. 

a.  For  each  foot  a  lot  as  described  in  Section  V-B-a  hereof, 
has  a  street  frontage  less  than  the  requirements  of  Sec¬ 
tion  V-B-l  hereof,  three  inches  may  be  deducted  from  the 
prescribed  setback  from  each  side  lot  line  as  required  in 
Section  V-B-4  hereof,  but  in  no  instance  shall  a  dwelling, 
building  or  accessory  structure  be  erected,  placed,  or  con¬ 
verted  closer  than  six  feet  to  side  lot  lines. 

C.  Business  District 

1.  No  building  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in  this  Dis¬ 
trict  is  subject  to  a  minimum  lot  size  or  a  minimum  setback 
from  the  street  line  or  side  lot  line,  provided  however  that 
no  building  or  structure  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed 
or  converted  closer  to  the  rear  lot  line  than  ten  feet. 

D.  General  Use  District 

1.  No  dwelling  or  accessory  structure  shall  hereafter  be  erected, 
placed  or  converted  on  any  lot  in  this  District  without  com¬ 
plying  with  lot  area,  frontage  and  setback  requirements  of 
Section  V-B. 

2.  No  building  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in  this  Dis¬ 
trict  except  open  entrance  platforms  and  steps  shall  hereafter 
be  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on  a  lot  closer  to  any  street 
line  than  twenty  five  feet. 

SECTION  VI.  GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

A.  Non-conforming  Uses 

1.  The  lawful  use  of  any  dwelling,  building,  structure  or  land 
existing  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  or  subsequent  amend¬ 
ment  of  this  By-Law  may  be  continued  although  such  dwell¬ 
ing,  building,  structure  or  use  does  not  conform  with  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  By-Law. 

2.  Once  changed  to  a  conforming  use,  no  dwelling,  building, 
structure  or  land  shall  be  permitted  to  revert  to  a  non-con¬ 
forming  use. 

3.  A  non-conforming  use  which  has  been  abandoned  for  more 
than  one  year  shall  not  be  re-established  without  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Appeals. 

4.  A  dwelling,  building  or  structure  which  is  partially  or  totally 
destroyed  by  accidental  or  natural  causes  may  be  restored, 
provided  however  that  restoration  is  started  within  one  year 
of  its  damage  or  destruction.  After  this  one  year  period, 
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restoration  shall  be  carried  out  only  with  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals. 

5.  A  dwelling,  building  or  land  in  non-conforming  use  existing 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  By-Law  may  be  altered, 
but  may  be  enlarged  only  with  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals. 

B.  Vision  Clearance 

1.  To  promote  public  safety  at  street  intersections  in  all  types 
of  Districts,  nothing  except  as  provided  in  Section  VI-B-l-a 
and  b  hereof,  shall  be  allowed  to  obstruct  vision  between  a 
height  of  three  feet  and  eight  feet  above  the  finished  sur¬ 
faces  of  the  street  within  the  triangular  are  formed  by  the 
street  lines  twenty  feet  distant  from  their  point  of  inter¬ 
section  or  in  the  case  of  a  rounded  corner  the  point  of  inter¬ 
section  of  such  line  if  projected. 

a.  A  utility  pole,  municipal  sign  or  light  post  is  permitted 
within  the  vision  clearance  area. 

b.  A  single  supporting  column  is  permitted  in  the  Business 
District  only  within  the  vision  clearance  area. 

C.  Parking  Requirements 

1.  Any  building  hereafter  erected,  placed,  or  converted  for 
business  or  industrial  use  in  the  General  Use  District  shall 
be  so  located  upon  its  parcel  of  land  to  provide  an  off-street 
parking  area  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  use. 

SECTION  VII.  ADMINISTRATION 

A.  Permits 

1.  Before  any  dwelling,  building,  or  structure  (except  farm 
buildings  and  farm  structures  other  than  dwellings)  of  one 
hundred  fifty  square  feet  or  more  in  area  on  the  ground  or 
eight  feet  or  more  in  height  is  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on 
any  lot  in  all  types  of  districts,  the  applicant  shall  file  a  peti¬ 
tion  for  a  permit  with  the  Selectmen  stating  his  address  and 
with  a  plot  plan  drawn  substantially  to  scale  which  shall 
show  the  lot  dimensions,  adjacent  ways,  the  location  of  dwell¬ 
ings,  buildings,  or  structures  already  on  the  lot,  and  the  exact 
size  and  location  of  the  dwelling,  building,  or  structure  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  erected,  placed,  or  converted  on  the  premises,  and 
a  statement  of  the  intended  use  of  the  premises,  buildings, 
and  structures  existing  and  proposed.  If  such  proposed  dwell¬ 
ing,  buildings  or  structures  and  use  thereof,  including  the 
premises,  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  the 
Selectmen  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  same ;  otherwise  it  shall 
be  refused.  The  Selectmen  shall  take  final  action  on  all  peti¬ 
tions  for  permits  within  thirty  days  of  their  filing.  Any  per¬ 
mit  shall  lapse  and  become  void  if  construction  is  not  com¬ 
menced  within  six  months  of  the  date  of  issue.  A  fee  of  $2.00 
(two  dollars)  shall  be  paid  for  issuance  of  any  permit  to  de¬ 
fray  costs  of  processing. 
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B.  Enforcement 

1.  This  By-Law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Selectmen. 

2.  Penalty.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  By- 
Law,  or  any  of  the  conditions  under  which  a  permit  is  issued, 
or  any  decision  rendered  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $20.00  (twenty  dollars)  for 
each  offense,  which  shall  be  recovered  as  provided  by  law 
and  shall  enure  to  the  Town.  Each  day  that  any  such  violation 
continues  shall  constitute  and  be  considered  a  separate  of¬ 
fense. 

C.  Board  of  Appeals 

There  is  hereby  established  a  Board  of  Appeals  of  five  members 
and  two  associate  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen, 
as  provided  in  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws,  which  shall 
act  on  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction  under  this  By-Law  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

1.  Appeals.  To  hear  and  decide  an  appeal  taken  by  any  person 
aggrieved  by  reason  of  his  inability  to  obtain  a  permit  from 
the  Selectmen  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40A  General 
Laws,  or  by  any  officer  or  board  of  the  Town,  or  by  any  per¬ 
son  aggrieved  by  any  order  or  decision  of  the  Selectmen  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  Chapter  40A,  General  Laws,  or 
of  this  By-Law. 

2.  Special  permits.  To  grant  a  special  permit  for  an  exception 
as  provided  by  Section  IV-A-2  of  this  By-Law  when  it  shall 
have  found  that  the  use  involved  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
established  or  future  character  of  the  neighborhood  and  Town 
and  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  or  safeguards  if  deemed 
necessary. 

3.  Variances.  To  authorize  upon  appeal,  or  upon  petition  in 
cases  where  a  particular  use  is  sought,  with  respect  to  a 
particular  parcel  of  land  or  to  an  existing  building  thereon 
a  variance  from  the  terms  of  this  By-Law  where,  owing  to 
conditions  especially  affecting  such  parcel  or  such  building 
but  not  affecting  generally  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is 
located,  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  By- 
Law  would  involve  substantial  hardship  to  the  appellant,  and 
where  desirable  relief  may  be  granted  without  substantial 
detriment  to  the  public  good  and  without  nullifying  or  sub¬ 
stantially  derogating  from  the  intent  or  purpose  of  this  By- 
Law,  but  not  otherwise. 

4.  Any  appeal  under  this  By-Law  shall  be  taken  by  filing  a 
written  notice  of  appeal  with  the  Town  Clerk  of  Middle- 
borough. 

a.  An  applicant  for  a  permit  which  is  refused  shall  file  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  Selectmen  have  notified  him  in 
writing  of  their  refusal  to  grant  his  permit  by  mailing 
such  notice  postage  prepaid  to  the  applicant  at  the  address 
shown  on  his  petition. 
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b.  All  other  persons  shall  file  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
entry  of  any  decision  or  order  by  which  they  claim  to  be 
aggrieved. 

c.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  forthwith  transmit  copies  thereof  to 
the  Selectmen  from  whose  action  the  appeal  is  taken  and 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  The  Selectmen 
shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  all  docu¬ 
ments  and  papers  constituting  the  record  of  the  case  in 
which  the  appeal  was  taken.  The  notice  of  appeal  as  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk  shall  specify  the  grounds  thereof. 

5.  If  any  appellant  to  whom  the  Board  of  Appeals  grants  a 
special  permit  or  a  variance  from  any  provision  of  this  By- 
Law  fails  to  make  effective  use  of  it  within  one  year,  the  per¬ 
mit  granted  shall  lapse  and  become  void. 

D.  Amendment.  This  By-Law  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time 
at  an  annual  or  special  town  meeting  in  accord  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  6  of  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws. 

E.  The  Validity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  not 
invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof.  This  By-Law 
shall  not  interfere  with  or  annul  any  By-Law  or  other  Law  now 
in  effect  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough.

or  the  entire  pension  if  such  excess  is  greater  than  the  pension.  A  refund, 
if  required,  shall  not  include  any  part  of  a  pension  represented  by  salary 
deductions  from  or  special  purchase  by  the  former  employee.  The  re¬ 
quirement  of  a  refund  is  not  applicable  to  income  received  in  or  prior 
to  1958.

B.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  city  (or  town)  for  the  sale 
therein  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  (wines)  and  beer,  ale  and  all  other 
malt  beverages  ? 

C.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  city  (or  town)  for  the  sale 
therein  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  in  packages,  so  called,  not  to  be  drunk 
on  the  premises? 

3.  A.  Shall  the  pari-mutuel  system  of  betting  on  licensed  horse 
races  be  permitted  in  this  county? 

B.  Shall  the  pari-mutuel  system  of  betting  on  licensed  dog  races 
be  permitted  in  this  county? 

All  the  above  officers  and  questions  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot. 

And  you  are  further  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  causing  it  to 
be  published  in  the  Middleboro  Gazette,  a  newspaper  published  within  said 
Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Middleboroug’h: 

We  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  the 
year  1958: 

The  third  annual  school  for  assessing  officers,  sponsored  by  The 
Association  of  Massachusetts  Assessors,  The  State  Tax  Commission  and 
The  Board  of  Government  Research  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
was  held  at  Amherst  August  27,  28  and  29,  1958.  Assessors  Ralph  Crane 
and  Theodore  Deane  of  Middleboro  were  among  the  nearly  three  hundred 
assessing  officers  who  attended. 

The  program  was  much  the  same  as  the  previous  two  years.  Subjects 
taken  up  were  rents  and  assessed  values,  valuations  of  public  utilities, 
mapping  programs  for  assessors,  types  of  building  materials,  equalization 
methods  and  values,  and  defending  assessments  with  good  records  —  all 
of  which  were  presented  in  the  form  of  lectures  by  experts,  and  were  fol¬ 
lowed  by  question  and  answer  periods.  Part  of  the  instruction  consisted 
of  field  trip  appraisals  which  gave  actual  appraisal  experience  according 
to  the  State  Manual  Methods.  These  were  followed  by  discussion  periods 
in  which  the  assessors  explained  their  problems  and  points  of  view  and 
presented  the  methods,  or  lack  thereof,  they  had  been  using. 

It  is  the  hope  of  The  State  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation 
that  the  adoption  and  installation  of  the  ideas  presented  at  these  school 
sessions  will  go  a  long  way  towards  correcting  the  inequalities  that  exist 
today  in  local  assessments  of  real  property. 

Uniformity  in  assessments  has  a  facet  which  is  often  overlooked. 
The  Commonwealth  has  some  twenty-five  programs  in  which  equalized 
assessed  valuation  forms  the  base  upon  which  state  funds  are  distributed 
to  cities  and  towns,  or  assessments  are  levied  for  county  or  district  pur¬ 
poses.  Seventy-five  million  dollars  of  income  and  corporation  tax  receipts 
are  distributed  to  cities  and  towns  by  formulas  based  upon  the  equalized 
valuation  of  property  as  established  by  the  General  Court  in  1945. 

The  impact  of  the  enormous  growth  in  the  character,  cost  and  quan¬ 
tity  of  municipal  services  and  schools  which  the  local  government  is 
required  to  furnish  today  falls  with  ever  increasing  severity  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  assessors.  If  the  taxpayer  feels  that  he  is  paying  too 
much  in  his  local  government  taxes,  the  appropriating  and  spending 
authorities  must  take  the  responsibility;  but  if  he  feels  that  these  are  in¬ 
equitably  apportioned,  the  assessing  board  must  be  furnished  with  the 
necessary  funds  to  cover  the  time  and  skills  to  achieve  this  purpose. 

Property  assessment  is  the  only  important  tax  program  administered 
by  local  officials,  and  it  is  one  tax  —  which,  if  properly  done  —  requires 
technical  skill  to  administer.  This  technical  skill  consists  of  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  placement  of  comparative  values. 

Value  is  a  word  of  many  meanings.  There  is  no  static  value,  it  is 
fluid  and  ever-changing.  Value  is  an  opinion  derived  from  conditions 
which  are  brought  about  by  three  things:  need,  desire,  and  the  exchange 
for  goods,  or  money  for  goods.  It  is  guided  by  construction  costs,  selling 
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prices,  and  income  possibilities.  Time  is  a  very  vital  requirement  for 
these  determinations  and  placements.  With  the  increasing  size  of  the  tax 
rate  and  the  increasing  length  of  the  tax  rolls,  there  has  been  a  large  in¬ 
crease  in  the  demand  of  the  assessors’  time. 


Besides  studying  the  theoretical  viewpoint  of  establishing  valuations 
for  assessing  purposes  and  getting  the  rundown  of  State  Legislation  with 
the  tax  commissioners’  explanation  and  interpretation  of  the  same,  we 
have  attended  Plymouth  County  Assessors’  Association  Meetings  and  also 
met  with  the  assessors  of  neighboring  towns  to  discuss  our  particular 
problems  such  as  swamp  and  wood  land,  farm  land  and  animals  and 
equipment,  cranberry  raising  and  local  industries. 


Following  is  a  list  of  valuations  of  taxable  property,  expenses  paid 
by  taxation,  and  the  tax  rates  for  several  years;  which  may  help  show 
why  taxes  are  anywhere  from  double  to  four  or  five  times  what  they

These  figures  show  an  increase  in  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxa¬ 
tion  of  $581,633.79,  which  is  more  than  double  the  figure  of  1950.  This 
has  placed  a  burden  on  the  assessors  who  have  increased  the  valuation  by 
$2,460,720.00  both  by  new  construction  and  equalization  during  the  period 
between  1950  and  1958.

Conclusion 

The  Police  Department  has  a  personnel  of  fifteen  regular  men,  con¬ 
sisting  of  a  Chief,  Deputy  Chief,  two  Sergeants,  eleven  Patrolmen,  five 
Intermittent  Patrolmen,  twenty-seven  Special  Police  Officers  and  a  Police 
Matron.  The  department  is  equipped  with  two  ranch  type  cruiser  cars, 
radio  and  emergency  ambulance  equipped.  One  auxiliary  ambulance,  radio 
equipped. 


All  accident  and  emergency  ambulance  work  is  handled  by  a  privately 
owned  ambulance  service,  consisting  of  two  radio  and  fully  equipped 
ambulances,  one  ranch  wagon  emergency  car.  This  service  is  on  a  24  hour 
basis. 
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One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  persons  were  injured  in  motor  vehicle 
accidents  in  Middleboro  during  1958,  28  of  those  injured  were  of  a  serious 
nature,  129  injured  were  of  a  minor  degree.  Middleboro  had  six  fatal 
accidents  in  1958  in  which  8  persons  were  killed. 

Ninety-five  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  investigated  by  police,  in 
which  there  were  personal  and  property  injuries.  Twenty-five  accidents 
were  investigated  by  police  in  which  there  was  property  damage  only 
over  $200.00,  65  of  the  98  motor  vehicle  accidents  involving  property  dam¬ 
age  under  $200.00  were  investigated  by  police.  For  the  fifth  consecutive 
year  Middleboro  has  not  had  a  pedestrian  fatal  accident. 

Cruiser  car  number  one  traveled  15,709  miles  from  January  to  June 
when  it  was  turned  in.  New  cruiser  car  number  one  traveled  5,407  miles. 
Car  number  two  traveled  28,129  miles.  Total  mileage  49,245  in  patrols 
and  investigations.  Twelve  persons  were  taken  to  either  a  doctor  or  a 
hospital  for  treatment  as  a  result  of  an  accident  by  police. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and 
cooperation  given  me  by  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town 
Manager,  the  Finance  Board,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
Teachers,  the  Telephone  Operators,  the  Doctors  and  Nurses  of  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  the  Fourth  District  Court,  the  Massachusetts  State  Police 
fingerprint  and  photography  men  of  Troop  D.  headquarters,  the  residents 
of  Middleboro  and  the  Officers  of  this  Department  who  have  helped  to 
make  the  administration  of  this  Department  a  success.

REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  year  of  1958  in  Civil  Defense  has  presented  a  series  of  problems 
due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  had  two  directors.  This  has  not  prevented 
a  steady  expansion  of  our  existing  facilities  or  the  organization  of  new 
departments.  The  early  part  of  1958  was  spent  chiefly  in  work  on  the 
organizational  set  up. 

The  big  job  of  the  survey  of  the  housing  potential  was  carried  on 
with  the  aid  of  the  Civil  Defense  Committee  of  the  Cabot  Club. 

From  January  to  June  —  A  series  of  suppers  was  held  in  various 
areas  of  the  town  to  determine  the  feeding  capacity  of  the  several  sites, 
the  number  of  personnel  required,  and  the  number  that  could  be  fed  in  a 
specified  time.  At  the  same  time  those  units  that  put  on  the  supper  were 
able  to  raise  money  to  buy  additional  cooking  equipment.  At  each  supper 
the  C.  D.  officials  attempted  to  give  a  little  instruction  in  C.  D.  survival 
measures. 

In  March  Middleborough  participated  in  a  statewide  alert,  which 
was  intended  to  present  to  us  a  problem  of  how  to  deal  with  an  actual 
enemy  attack.  We  had  at  that  time  moved  into  our  control  center  in  the 
Town  Hall  basement. 

In  order  to  aquaint  the  public  with  the  essentials  for  survival  a  plan 
was  set  up  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Junior  Cabot  Club  to  work  with  the 
local  milk  companies,  and  distribute  booklets  on  home  sanitation  and  pro¬ 
tection  during  the  month  of  March.  Also  in  May,  we  participated  in 
Governor  Furcolo’s  used  clothing  collection.  Mr.  Alton  Kramer  in  charge. 

C.  D.  officials  also  attended  the  C.  D.  exercises  in  New  Bedford, 
demonstrations  were  given  of  mass  feeding,  rescue,  and  first  aid  lady 
Reading,  of  England,  the  originator  of  the  Civil  Defense  idea  spoke  to  the 
group. 

Mr.  Clayton  Thomas  bought  a  truck  to  be  used  as  a  mobile  feeding 
unit,  it  has  been  refitted  and  equipped. 

On  May  28,  Mr.  Thomas  resigned,  leaving  Mrs.  Hall  and  myself  to 
hold  the  unit  together  until  a  new  director  could  be  appointed. 

Mr.  Paul  Stiga  was  appointed  director  in  August  and  held  the  office 
until  December,  when  he  resigned. 

The  Aux.  Police  are  well  organized  and  are  being  equipped  as  rapidly 
as  funds  are  available.  They  now  have  overcoats  and  raincoats  and  boots 
are  on  order.  Pistols  have  been  purchased  for  their  use  in  emergencies. 

The  communications  men  continue  holding  radio  drills  in  message 
handling  both  on  the  town  circuits  and  the  sector  2B  circuit. 

The  communications  truck  will  soon  be  in  full  commission  for  emer¬ 
gency  work  whereever  it  is  needed. 
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The  medical  service  continues  to  expand  as  more  volunteers  are 
added  to  the  roster  of  workers. 

Mr.  Clarence  Hayward  has  been  appointed  Deputy  Director  in 
charge  of  the  medical  service  under  Dr.  Beuthner  who  is  the  C.  D.  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer. 

The  Welfare  Service  contains  in  its  structure  several  other  units 
such  as  housing,  feeding,  registration,  clothing,  religious  and  other  im¬ 
portant  services. 

These  are  very  ably  administered  by  Deputy  Director  Mrs.  Harold 
Hall,  who  also  has  under  her  direction  such  departments  as  Supply, 
Transportation  and  Public  Relations. 

Mr.  Ellsworth  Crowell,  Deputy  Director,  has  as  part  of  his  duties 
training  new  men  in  communications  and  the  job  of  operations  officer  in 
the  control  center  during  an  emergency. 

A  very  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  making  the  various 
surveys  called  for  by  State  C.  D.  Officials. 

These  include,  fuel  storage,  bottled  gas,  building  materials,  trucks, 
engineering  equipment,  and  others. 

^  The  feeding  team  has  had  to  postpone  the  cooking  school  until  the 
early  part  of  1959  due  to  previous  commitments  of  the  instructors. 

The  compilation  of  the  Middleboro  Civil  Defense  plan,  which  will 
entitle  Middleboro  to  share  in  federal  funds  as  well  as  state  funds  was 
another  big  job  carried  out  by  the  two  senior  deputies  in  the  absence  of 
a  director. 

In  addition  to  the  activities  noted  above  considerable  money  was 
saved  to  the  town  thru  articles  purchased  from  the  matching  funds 
program.  Also  a  saving  was  made  thru  purchases  of  various  types  of 
surplus  material. 

I  wish  to  convey  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Town  officials 
and  to  the  people  of  Middleboro  who  have  donated  their  time  and  material, 
to  help  make  the  year  1958  a  successful  one  for  the  Middleboro  Civil 
Defense  agency.

REPORT  OF  PLUMBING  INSPECTOR 


For  the  year  1958  I  received  238  applications  for  new  and  re¬ 
modelling  work  on  plumbing.  Twenty  seven  applications  for  cesspools 
and  septic  tanks. 

Four  hundred  and  sixteen  inspections  were  made  of  plumbing  and 
thirty  eight  inspections  on  cesspools  and  septic  tanks. 

A  considerable  number  of  changes  were  made  from  cesspools  to  the 
sewer. 

All  written  complaints  during  the  year  have  been  investigated  and 
properly  disposed  of.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK,  ANIMALS 
AND  SLAUGHTERING,  1958 

MILK 

All  producers  of  milk  have  a  certificate  of  registration  from  the 
Division  of  Dairying. 

All  milk  dealers  have  a  license  issued  by  the  Milk  Control  Board  and 
one  issued  by  me  for  the  Town  of  Middleboro  to  sell  milk  and  cream. 

Sixty-five  samples  of  dealers  milk  and  sixty-seven  samples  of  school 
milk  and  eight  samples  of  producers  milk  were  taken  to  Steele’s  Labora¬ 
tory  in  East  Bridgewater  for  tests.  No  mastitis  was  found  in  any  of  the 
samples. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  inspections  were  made  of  roadside 
stands,  restaurants  and  stores  to  see  that  the  milk  was  properly 
refrigerated. 

Forty-three  inspections  were  made  of  milk  trucks  on  the  streets, 
forty-seven  inspections  were  made  on  dairies  and  barns  about  the  han¬ 
dling  of  their  milk.  Forty-eight  inspections  were  made  on  producers  for 
conditions  of  their  milking  machines  and  other  equipment.  Seventy-five 
inspections  were  made  on  milk  dispensers. 

Four  days  were  spent  inspecting  premises  with  the  State  Milk 
Inspector. 

Thirty-six  milk  applications  were  sent?  to  dealers  to  sell  milk  and 
cream. 

One  hundred  and  forty  notices  were  sent  to  dairies  and  owners  of 
milk  dispensers  of  the  results  from  tests  and  inspections. 


33  Dealers  licenses  were  issued  to  sell  milk  and  cream  $16.50 

19  Oleomargarine  licenses  were  issued  9.50 

85  Store  licenses  were  issued  to  sell  milk  and  cream  42.50

A  survey  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  premises  were  made  for 
State  Department  of  Disease  Control  with  a  coverage  of  seven  hundred 
and  forty-three  miles.  The  following  are  the  results  obtained  from  survey.

Received  one  new  order  No.  54  from  State  on  Transportation  and 
Garbage  Feeding  of  swine,  Chapter  129,  Section  2,  Tercentenary  Edition. 
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Fifty-one  permits  were  received  from  the  State  to  ship  cattle  into 
Middleboro  with  three  hundred  and  ten  head  checked  under  these  permits. 
Eight  permits  returned  cancelled. 

All  cattle  in  Middleboro  were  tested  for  tuberculosis  by  either  Drs. 
Briggs,  Wood  or  Delano.  No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found  in  1958. 

Burcellosis  tests  were  made  by  the  State  with  thirty-eight  reactors 
found  which  were  condemned.  Premises  were  ordered  to  be  disinfected, 
cleaned  and  inspected  by  me  to  see  that  the  orders  were  complied  with. 

Three  cases  of  negected  manure  piles  were  ordered  cleaned  up. 

Two  cases  of  neglected  animals  were  reported  and  investigated. 

One  complaint  received  and  investigated  about  cattle  not  being  prop¬ 
erly  fed  and  cared  for,  case  was  reported  to  state. 

Thirty  dogs  were  put  under  quarantine.  Five  persons  were  bit  by 
stray  dogs.  Six  complaints  received  about  dogs  killing  poultry  and  molest¬ 
ing  cattle  and  sheep  were  investigated. 

No  Horse  Sleeping  Sickness  was  reported  in  Middleboro  last  year. 


SLAUGHTERING 


Monthly  requests  are  received  by  me  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  for  reports  of  any  slaughtering  done  in  Middleboro,  were 
filled  out  as  required. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Town  Manager  and  all 
others  that  I  have  been  in  contact  with  during  the  past  year  in  doing 
my  work  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  VETERANS1  SERVICE 

DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Middleborough 

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’ 
Services  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

The  expenditures  for  1958  have  increased  in  cost  and  in  number  of 
cases  handled  over  the  1957  budget  on  account  of  the  case  load  and  the 
increase  in  the  law  of  the  amount  allowed  for  both  hospitalization  and 
aid.  The  number  of  cases  for  November  and  December  have  increased  on 
account  of  unemployment  and  strikes.  Also,  the  number  of  veterans, 
servicemen,  and  their  dependents  now  in  the  Town  and  out  of  Town  if 
they  have  a  Middleboro  settlement,  civil  or  military. 

Medical,  hospital,  rest  home  and  nursing  home  cases  have  increased 
especially  among  the  older  people  in  the  number  of  cases  handled  and  the 
amount  allowed  by  the  State  for  the  year  1958.  These  cases  are  of  a  per¬ 
manent  nature  and  their  stay  is  usually  indefinite. 

Veterans’  Benefits  cases  are  paid  by  the  State  and  Town  on  an  equal 
basis,  each  paying  one-half  of  the  cost.  The  reimbursements  from  the 
State  are  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  by  the  Commissioner’s  Office.  The 
amounts  paid  out  on  all  state  cases  are  reimbursed  to  the  Town  in  full 
by  the  State. 

The  amounts  received  on  automobile  lien  cases  are  paid  in  full  to 
the  Town  when  settled  by  the  courts. 

The  Town  of  Middleboro  receives  $850.00  yearly  from  other  Towns 
for  services  rendered  to  them  by  this  office. 

All  cases  are  investigated  by  the  State  Inspectors  and  all  records  and 
amounts  paid  on  Veterans’  Benefits  cases  are  investigated  and  approved 
by  the  Commissioner’s  Office  before  being  paid  and  all  expenditures 
accounts  are  audited  by  the  Commissioner’s  Office  and  State  Auditors 
annually.

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 

By  Robert  B.  Ewing,  County  Agent-Manager 

The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  (Trustees,  Plymouth  County 
Aid  to  Agriculture),  is  located  in  the  Court  House,  Brockton.  In  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture,  it  provides  information  to  Plymouth  County  citizens 
dealing  with  the  Home,  4-H  Club  Work,  and  Agriculture. 

Increased  requests  for  information  about  the  Home  and  Home 
Grounds  have  come  as  more  people  move  into  our  Plymouth  County  towns 
from  the  city.  This  information  has  been  provided  through  meetings, 
news  releases,  radio,  special  activities,  telephone,  letters,  etc. 

Citizens  of  this  town  should  realize  that  this  is  a  service  provided 
by  the  County,  State,  and  Federal  governments  and  large  numbers  of 
people  are  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  secure  helpful  in¬ 
formation  concerning  the  Home,  Home  Grounds,  4-H  Club  Work,  and 
Agriculture.  Requests  for  such  information  should  be  directed  to  the 
Plymouth  County  Extension  Service*  Court  House,  Brockton,  Mass. 

Funds  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  are  derived  principally  from 
the  County.  Some  Federal  funds  are  also  made  available  through  the 
University  of  Massachusetts.  Most  towns  in  Plymouth  County  make  a 
token  appropriation  which  is  used  for  the  general  expenditures  of  the 
Plymouth  County  Extension  Service.  Town  Directors  are  appointed  in 
those  towns  where  an  appropriation  is  made.  These  Town  Directors  are 
unpaid  volunteer  leaders  who  serve  as  the  Extension  Service  representa¬ 
tives  in  their  respective  towns. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees,  appointed  by  the  Plymouth  County  Com¬ 
missioners,  administers  the  Extension  Service  program  and  is  composed 
of  the  following  members:

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees, 

Middleborough  Public  Library: 

The  year  1958  marked  the  eighty-fifth  year  of  the  Middleborough 
Public  Library,  a  good  time  to  pause  and  take  stock  and  to  see  how  the 
library  measures  up  to  accepted  library  standards.  In  a  physical  way, 
we  have  progressed  from  1,874  and  a  small  corner  room  in  the  Town 
Hall  to  the  beautiful  and  spacious  building  the  library  now  occupies, 
built  in  1903.  So  well  was  the  library  planned  that  only  the  children’s 
room  shows  signs  of  being  outgrown.  In  the  way  of  service,  the  library 
has  acquired  over  70,000  books  and  added  many  special  services  to  its 
curriculum  such  as  opening  the  book  stacks  to  the  public,  increasing  the 
number  of  books  allowed  to  be  taken  out  at  one  time  until  today  there  is 
no  limit  to  the  number  that  can  be  taken  by  borrowers.  And  we  sincerely 
hope  the  library  has  progressed  a  long  way  from  the  old-fashioned  idea 
that  library  books  should  be  carefully  guarded  and  kept  in  the  library 
and  that  complete  silence  should  be  enforced.  Every  member  of  the  staff 
tries  to  make  it  a  friendly  welcoming  place  to  which  people  like  to  come. 

Checking  the  library  with  standards  set  up  by  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Association  reveals  some  shortcomings  as  well  as  some  instances 
where  the  library  more  than  meets  requirements.  The  requirements  state 
that  40%  of  the  population  of  the  town  should  use  the  public  library; 
the  library  has  4,398  active  borrowers  which  means  that  39%  is  using  the 
library.  Circulation  should  be  8  books  per  capita;  with  a  circulation  in 
1958  of  80,702  volumes,  we  are  circulating  7+  volumes  per  capita.  In 
these  two  categories  we  are  just  under  the  standards  set,  but  in  the  next 
two  we  are  away  ahead.  The  library  should  own  2.5  books  per  capita 
and  it  actually  owns  5.5  books  per  capita.  As  stated  previously,  in  the 
eighty-five  years  of  its  existence,  the  library  has  acquired  over  70,000 
volumes,  but  these  books  have  constantly  to  be  weeded  out  and  discarded 
because  of  being  obsolete  or  worn  out  and  to  make  room  for  new  acquisi¬ 
tions,  so  that  actually  on  December  31,  1958  the  library  contained  61,- 
992  volumes.  The  standards  require  that  a  public  library  be  open  50 
hours  and  the  Middleborough  Public  Library  is  open  59  hours  per  week. 

The  annual  appropriation  should  be  $3.00  per  capita,  but  alas,  the 
1958  appropriation  was  only  $1.76  per  capita.  When  it  comes  to  salary 
standards,  there  is  such  a  wide  gap  between  the  recommended  salaries 
and  the  actual  salaries  paid,  no  comparison  can  be  made. 

Every  librarian  spends  a  great  part  of  her  time  devising  new  ways 
to  entice  people  to  read,  but  these  statistics  indicate  that  we  must  work 
even  harder  to  come  nearer  the  ideal  goals.  The  unusually  large  and 
excellent  collection  of  books  owned  by  the  Middleborough  Public  Library 
never  fails  to  bring  surprised  and  favorable  comment  from  visitors  and 
new  users  of  the  library.  In  its  properties  and  the  services  it  renders, 
the  library  is  comparable  to  a  small  city  library. 

Unfortunately  that  part  of  library  work  which  occupies  the  greatest 
amount  of  the  staff’s  time,  namely,  reference  work,  does  not  show  in  any 
annual  statistics.  Never  before  have  the  reference  facilities  of  the 
library  been  in  such  constant  use.  Each  afternoon  and  evening  the  read¬ 
ing  rooms  are  filled  to  capacity  with  High  School  and  Junior  High  School 
pupils  using  this  material,  and  there  are  constant  requests  for  reference 
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help  by  adults,  in  person  and  by  telephone.  So  greatly  has.  this  part  of 
our  work  increased  that  we  are  requesting  to  have  a  part-time  assistant 
put  on  a  full-time  basis  to  assist  in  this  work. 

Acquisition  of  Books  and  Phonograph  Records 

During  1958  the  library  added  1,725  books  and  withdrew  from  cir¬ 
culation  1,023  volumes,  making  a  total  of  61,992  volumes  now  owned  by 
the  library.  Of  the  number  added  this  year,  230  volumes  were  gifts. 

The  iibrary  purchased  52  new  phonograph  records  and  received 
12  as  gifts.  Three  were  lost  by  breakage,  leaving  a  total  of  679  records 
owned  by  the  library. 


Work  With  Schools 

A  great  many  of  the  library’s  books  for  young  people  find  their  way 
into  the  school  rooms  of  the  town.  With  so  many  children  coming  to  school 
by  bus,  they  have  no  opportunity  to  come  to  the  library,  so  the  library 
goes  to  them  in  the  shape  of  deposits  of  books  in  their  school  rooms.  Many 
of  the  teachers  act  as  librarians  and  allow  the  children  to  take  the  books 
home.  There  are  collections  constantly  being  made  up  at  the  library  to  be 
taken  to  schools  to  replace  those  already  read.  These  collections  are 
especially  appreciated  in  the  rural  schools. 

State  certificate  reading  continues  to  be  used  in  all  grades  from 
Four  to  Eight.  During  1958  there  were  awarded  by  the  library  to  pupils 
having  read  five  books,  609  small  certificates  and  for  having  read  twenty 
books,  102  Honor  Certificates.  In  almost  all  grades  this  certificate  read¬ 
ing  is  considered  when  giving  pupils  their  marks  in  English. 

Exhibits  and  Special  Days 

The  Art  Department  of  Memorial  High  School  does  such  outstanding 
work  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Sylvia  Matheson  that  the  library  always 
welcomes  any  exhibit  of  their  work.  This  year  we  were  pleased  to  display 
a  collection  of  dolls  made  from  discarded  materials  found  in  the  home. 
Some  were  made  of  old  socks,  some  of  clothespins  or  pipe  cleaners.  One 
which  was  especially  noteworthy  had  an  electric  light  bulb  for  a  head. 
Another  which  perhaps  attracted  the  most  attention  was  Rothgar,  a 
fierce  looking  cave  man  made  out  of  wood  with  a  typical  cave-man  outfit 
of  strip  of  fur  and  a  wicked-looking  club.  There  were  thirty-eight  dolls 
in  the  collection,  each  one  original  and  interesting. 

August  Silva,  a  local  young  man  who  is  studying  at  the  Swain  School 
of  Design  in  New  Bedford  and  who  does  excellent  work  in  oil  and  water 
colors,  arranged  a  second  exhibit  of  his  work  which  was  much  enjoyed. 

During  National  Library  Week  in  the  Spring  there  were  exhibits 
of  hobbies  and  special  collections  of  books.  A  tour  of  the  library  was 
made  by  troops  of  Brownies  and  Girl  Scouts.  During  Book  Week  in 
November  were  featured  the  doll  exhibit  and  extensive  displays  of  new 
Fall  books  for  adults  and  young  people. 

During  the  winter  months  a  group  of  Girl  Scouts  conducted  a  Read¬ 
ing  Hour  for  young  children.  On  Saturday  mornings  this  group  met  in 
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the  Lecture  Room  and  two  Scouts  read  stories.  This  was  a  very  popular 
feature  and  helped  Girl  Scouts  win  badges  as  well  as  provide  excellent 
entertainment  for  the  young  listeners.

The  Library  Building 

At  Town  Meeting  in  March  a  request  was  made  for  special  funds 
to  replace  worn  copper  gutters  on  the  exterior  of  the  building  and  to 
replace  parts  of  the  heating  system.  The  funds  were  appropriated,  the 
gutters  repaired  and  new  modern  heating  units  installed  to  replace  the 
antiquated,  worn-out  ones  which  had  been  in  use  since  the  building  was 
erected  over  fifty  years  ago. 

In  December  both  the  adult  and  young  people’s  reading  rooms  were 
re-decorated,  the  wall  a  very  light  sandy-beige,  the  woodwork  a  warm 
ivory.  The  book  shelves  were  varnished  and  every  book  in  both  rooms 
given  a  thorough  cleaning. 


Gifts  and  Services 

The  library  is  especially  indebted  to  the  Middleborough  Garden  Club 
and  Mrs.  J.  A.  B.  Smith  for  providing  and  arranging  floral  decorations 
throughout  the  Summer  and  Fall  seasons.  Very  much  appreciated  are  the 
magazines  donated  by  the  various  churches,  each  of  its  own  denomina¬ 
tion,  practically  every  church  in  town  being  represented.  The  Middle- 
borough  Co-operative  Bank  presented  more  of  the  very  useful  cellophane 
envelopes  to  protect  borrowers’  books  in  wet  weather.  The  Co-operative 
Bank  is  also  the  donor  of  the  brightly  colored  bookmarks  often  found 
on  the  charging  desk.  Sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  the  many  indi¬ 
viduals  who  generously  remembered  the  library  with  gifts  of  magazines, 
magazine  subscriptions,  books  and  phonograph  records. 

We  close  the  records  of  the  year  1958,  the  eighty-fifth  year  of  the 
library’s  history,  looking  forward  to  still  greater  achievements  in  the 
years  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  DEPARTMENT 

1958 

Preparing  the  annual  town  report  for  the  Park  Department  is  a 
happy  occasion  for  me  because  in  reviewing  the  year  past  it  gives  much 
satisfaction  to  recall  the  many  happy  hours  spent  by  young  and  old  alike 
either  enjoying  the  extensive  program  offered  at  the  playground  or 
strictly  on  their  own. 

Every  year  brings  its  share  of  necessary  repairs  and  improvements 
on  our  facilities.  The  major  one  for  us  this  year  was  the  repair  of  the 
swimming  pool  sidewalk  and  drainage  of  the  pool  area.  Additional  im¬ 
provements  to  the  swimming  pool  were  the  greatly  admired  and  appre¬ 
ciated  paint  job  and  the  new  diving  boards,  stand  and  benches.  This 
extensive  program  for  pool  improvement  was  financed  by  the  Peirce 
Estate.  The  tennis  courts  at  the  central  playground  were  resurfaced  and 
new  nets  purchased.  We  continued  our  program  of  reclaiming  land  at 
the  central  playground  towards  the  river. 

Improvements  at  the  West  Side  playground  included  the  creation  of 
a  combination  tennis-basketball  hard-top  court  financed  by  funds  raised 
by  the  Kiwanis  Club  and  improvements  to  the  area  around  the  fireplace. 

In  line  with  our  policy  to  increase  the  use  of  our  playgrounds  and 
their  facilities  we  again  sought  new  ways  to  expand  the  program  and  to 
make  the  facilities  more  available  to  the  community.  We  continued  our 
lengthened  swimming  pool  season.  We  felt  that  many  parents  and  small 
children  would  enjoy  the  use  of  the  Kiddie  Korners  in  the  early  evening 
hours,  so  we  made  them  available  and  found  it  was  a  popular  innovation. 
We  also  increased  the  use  of  the  Kiddie  Korners  and  swimming  pool  by 
making  them  available  to  responsible  individuals  for  children’s  parties 
and  other  group  get-togethers,  and  since  it  proved  successful  we  plan  to 
continue  this  service  in  the  future.  Two  other  additions  to  the  recreation 
program  which  were  whole-heartedly  endorsed  by  youngsters  were  our 
Nature  and  Art  classes. 

We  feel  that  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  our  whole  pro¬ 
gram,  one  incidentally  which  sets  us  above  and  apart  from  most  com¬ 
munity  programs,  is  our  bus  service  to  the  children  in  the  suburban  areas. 
Since  its  inception  the  response  has  been  so  gratifying  that  we  felt  these 
children  needed  a  fuller  program  of  recreation  than  that  which  they  ob¬ 
tained  in  just  two  half-day  trips  to  the  playground,  so  to  supplement  this 
we  have  sent  a  supervisor  with  equipment  to  the  different  suburban  areas 
on  specified  days  each  week. 

We  had  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  exhibit  our  newly  redecorated 
and  improved  swimming  pool  facilities  last  August  when  we  were  hosts 
for  the  New  England  Amateur  Athletic  Association  Union’s  Champion¬ 
ship  Swimming  Meet.  This  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  events 
on  our  calendar  and  the  NEAAAU  directors  were  so  pleased  with  our 
facilities  that  they  have  decided  to  make  it  an  annual  event  here. 

Above  and  beyond  the  preceding  we  carried  on  our  usual  program 
of  recreation  with  its  accompanying  maintenance  chores. 
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Naturally,  with  increased  use  of  the  entire  playground  area  we  find 
our  needs  increased  proportionately.  Our  most  outstanding  at  the  present 
time  is  inadequate  dressing  areas  for  the  swimmers.

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REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 


The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  has  again  taken  its  toll  of  Elm  trees  and 
many  dead  and  diseased  trees  had  to  be  disposed  of.  This  work  has  been 
accomplished  by  tree  experts,  the  expense  of  which  has  been  assumed 
partly  by  the  Tree  Warden’s  appropriation  and  partly  through  the  joint 
cooperation  of  the  Middleborough  Gas  &  Electric  Department  and  the 
New  England  Tel.  &  Tel.  Co. 

The  replacement  of  these  trees  has  been  made  possible  through  the 
purchase  of  seedlings  which  have  been  set  out  at  the  Town  Farm  and 
through  a  sum  of  money  set  aside  for  this  purpose  by  the  Thomas  S. 
Peirce  Fund  Trustees. 

The  unsightly  stumps  which  line  our  streets  and  sidewalks  no  longer 
present  a  problem,  as  experiments  have  been  successful  in  their  removal 
and  plans  have  been  made  to  remove  many  of  the  most  hazardous  ones 
in  1959. 

The  Gypsy  Moth  trapping  program  was  carried  out  and  Middle- 
borough  was  found  to  be  relatively  free  from  this  pest.  This  program  will 
however  continue  with  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Department  of  Con¬ 
servation.

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

GAS 

A:  An  extension  of  gas  mains  was  made  on  Homestead  Road  for  a 
distance  of  447  feet. 

B:  An  extension  of  gas  mains  was  made  Off  North  Street  (following 
sewer  line)  for  a  distance  of  841  feet. 

C:  A  short  extension  of  gas  mains  was  made  on  Cherry  Street  and 
also  on  East  Main  Street. 

D:  About  240  feet  of  6  inch  leaky  and  defective  gas  main  was  re¬ 
placed  on  Main  Street  (both  sides  of  Center  Street). 

E:  In  connection  with  the  rebuilding  of  Center  Street,  all  bad  serv¬ 
ice  pipes  were  replaced  from  Everett  Square  to  Main  Street  and  a  short 
distance  around  the  corners  on  Main  Street.  The  Gas  Department  also 
installed  heavy  concrete  foundations  for  new  Aluminum  street  light  poles. 

F:  Leaky  joints  were  dug  up  and  repaired  on  various  streets  to 
help  reduce  the  “unaccounted  for”  gas. 

G:  The  steam  boiler  at  the  Gas  House  on  Vine  Street  was  converted 
from  oil  to  gas  by  Gas  Department  personnel. 

H:  Gas  Department  personnel  used  rainy  days  to  insulate  working 
areas  at  the  Gas  House  and  to  improve  the  Gas  Plant  building  and  piping 
arrangements.

ELECTRIC 

A:  In  connection  with  the  rebuilding  of  Center  Street  (from  Everett 
Square  to  Main  Street),  modern  aluminum  poles  with  mercury  lights  were 
installed  at  intersections  of  Oak,  Pearl,  Union,  and  two  corners  of  Main 
Street. 

B:  Three  phase  power  transformer  banks  were  installed  at  General 
Mills  on  Cambridge  Street,  Caswell’s  Market  in  North  Middleboro,  and 
at  Barnicoat  Monument  Co.  on  West  Grove  Street. 

C:  The  flimsy  line  of  small  and  mixed  wire  sizes  to  North  Middle¬ 
boro  was  replaced  by  a  heavy  3  phase  line  from  North  and  Everett  Streets 
to  Bedford  Street.  This  will  result  in  more  balanced  voltages,  less  break¬ 
ing  of  wires,  and  will  permit  more  power  to  be  added  in  the  North  Middle¬ 
boro  area. 

D:  A  radio  tower  and  concrete  base  was  installed  at  the  Electric 
Light  Plant  by  our  own  personnel  and  the  radio  transmitter  station  was 
moved  there  from  the  Town  Hall.  This  change  results  in  more  reliable 
two-way  radio  service  by  eliminating  a  troublesome  transmitter  tie-line 
from  the  Town  Hall  to  the  Electric  Light  Plant  and  permitting  the  trans¬ 
mitter  to  operate  on  our  station  emergency  power  supply.  (There  is  no 
emergency  power  at  the  Town  Hall). 

E:  Various  localized  areas  were  improved  by  installing  heavier 
Secondary  wires.  This  is  usually  necessary  where  voltage  complaints 
occur  because  people  add  heavy  current  consuming  appliances  such  as 
electric  washers,  dryers,  water  heaters,  etc. 
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F:  New  extensions  of  electric  lines  were  made  on  Pickens,  Hill  and 
Coombs  Street  in  Lakeville  and  on  Homestead  Road,  Starrett  Avenue, 
and  Cambridge  Street  in  Middleboro. 

G:  A  large  amount  of  planning,  negotiating,  construction  and  engi¬ 
neering  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Gas  &  Electric  Department  relative 
to  crossings  of  the  new  Route  28  Expressway  through  Middleboro.  The 
work  at  each  crossing  or  bridge  usually  consists  of  four  phases  as  follows: 

1.  Building  a  Temporary  Line. 

2.  Removing  the  Existing  Line. 

3.  Building  a  new  Permanent  Line  (after  bridge  or  road  crossing 
is  completed.) 

4.  Removing  the  Temporary  Line. 

All  four  phases  have  been  completed  at  Wareham,  Cushman,  Cherry 
and  Wood  Streets.  Temporary  Lines  (and  removing  old  lines)  have  been 
completed. at-  South  Main  Street,  Taunton  Avenue,  Clay  Street,  Bedford 
Street,  and  Harding  Street.  More  similar  work  is  coming  up  for  the  North 
Middleboro  area  and  for  the  new  Route  140  in  Lakeville. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  utility  relocations  in  Middleboro  due  to 
the  state  roads  is  well  over  $100,000.  Agreements  have  been  negotiated 
with  the  State  to  provide  for  reimbursements  to  the  Town.  A  substan¬ 
tial  sum  has  been  received  for  work  already  completed.

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CONCLUSION 

Both  electric  and  gas  profits  are  somewhat  lower  this  year  than  last 
year  in  spite  of  the  increased  volume  of  business.  This  is  partly  due  to 
higher  wholesale  costs  of  both  electricity  and  gas  and  partly  due  to  the 
inflationary  trend  which  increases  other  costs.  However,  the  overall 
operations  of  the  Gas  &  Electric  Department  are  not  too  bad  and  prog¬ 
ress  has  been  made.

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1958  is  as  follows: 

General  Relief  costs  increased  considerably  during  the  year  1958 
due  largely  to  aid  granted  by  other  cities  and  towns  to  recipients  with 
a  Middleboro  settlement.  Payment  for  nursing  home  care  for  one  re¬ 
cipient  also  added  to  the  increased  cost  of  this  type  of  public  assistance. 
Average  caseload  was  fifteen,  five  more  cases  than  in  1957. 

During  the  year  1958,  nine  children,  two  more  than  in  the  year  1957, 
were  cared  for  by  the  Division  of  Child  Guardianship  at  a  cost  of  $6,605.04 
to  the  Town  of  Middleboro.  This  particular  type  of  aid  included  board  in 
foster  homes  at  a  weekly  rate  of  $12.00  plus  clothing,  medical  care  and 
supplies  and  miscellaneous  expenses.  Only  one  child  was  discharged  from 
the  care  of  this  Division  in  1958. 

Our  Old  Age  Assistance  caseload  during  the  year  1958  averaged 
228.  Total  expenditures  for  this  category  of  assistance  were  considerably 
more  than  they  were  in  1957  because  of  the  larger  number  of  aged  re¬ 
cipients  receiving  nursing  home  care  at  the  per  diem  rate  of  $5.75,  hos¬ 
pitalization  for  long  periods  of  time  and  special  diets. 

A  total  of  $2,594.23  was  recovered  in  1958  under  the  Old  Age  Assist¬ 
ance  lien  law  (Section  4,  Chapter  118A,  GL  amended). 

The  category  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  showed  a  slight  increase 
in  expenditures  during  1958.  This  increase  was  because  of  medical  serv¬ 
ices  rendered  to  the  eligible  recipients.  Also,  as  in  former  years,  because 
of  the  discontinuance  or  irregularity  of  support  payments  from  deserted 
parents.  Our  caseload  averaged  40  in  1958. 

Expenditures  in  the  category  of  Disability  Assistance  also  showed 
a  slight  increase.  There  were  four  more  cases  aided  in  1958  than  in 
1957.  Average  caseload  was  29.  Recipients  of  this  type  of  assistance  re¬ 
quire  a  great  deal  of  medical  services,  drugs,  hospitalization  (chronic 
and  general)  and  special  diets.

Gentlemen: 

The  year  1958  was  the  ninth  year  of  operation  of  the  Veterans’ 
Project  at  Archer  Court.  With  a  very  large  turnover  of  tenants  during 
the  year  the  project  suffered  its  first  rent  loss  in  the  amount  of  $344.00. 
This  was  brought  about  when  it  was  necessary  to  evict  two  tenants  for 
non-payment  of  rent.  The  two  apartments  were  completely  renovated 
and  rented  with  no  other  loss  of  revenue. 

The  general  physical  appearance  of  the  project  has  been  maintained 
at  a  very  high  level  during  the  year.  Small  repairs  have  been  made  where 
needed  and  everything  is  in  good  working  order.  Maintenance  cost  has 
increased  during  the  year  due  to  a  large  turnover  of  tenants.  The  ap¬ 
proach  to  the  project  has  been  greatly  improved  due  to  the  building  of 
two  new  schools  on  Mayflower  Avenue. 

The  Middleborough  Veterans’  Housing  Project  was  constructed  and 
is  operated  under  Chapter  200  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  to 
provide  low  cost  housing  to  veterans  of  limited  income.  Low  rents  are 
made  possible  by  a  State  subsidy,  a  maximum  of  $7,000.00  for  Middle¬ 
borough.  Admission  to  the  project  is  restricted  to  veterans  whose  family 
income  ranges  between  $2,000.00  and  $4,000.00,  although  if  once  admitted 
the  veteran  may  remain  until  his  family  income  reaches  a  maximum  of 
$4,500.00.  The  amount  of  rent  paid  is  determined  by  the  veteran’s  income 
and  the  size  of  his  family,  with  large  families  paying  a  slightly  lower 
rent  than  small  families. 

The  average  shelter  rent  for  1958  was  $40.07  per  unit  month  and  the 
average  charge  for  all  utilities,  electricity,  heat  and  water  was  $21.19  per 
unit  month.  A  subsidy  from  the  Commonwealth  for  the  year  amounted  to 
only  $4,925.55  and  the  project  ended  the  year  with  a  surplus  of  $28.36. 
$1,008.00  was  paid  to  the  Town  of  Middleborough  in  lieu  of  taxes. 

The  New  Project  667-1  for  The  Aged  was  started  in  December  1958 
but  due  to  the  extreme  cold  weather  little  progress  was  made.  The  con¬ 
tract  was  awarded  to  Brick  and  Concrete  Construction  Company  of  Ded¬ 
ham,  Mass.,  being  low  bidder.  Work  will  resume  as  soon  as  possible, 
weather  permitting.  Forty  units  will  be  built  and  should  be  completed 
and  ready  for  occupancy  by  September  of  1959. 

The  appended  financial  statement  shows  the  excellent  financial  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  authority  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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Health  and  Sanitation 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Middleborough 
Town  Hall 

Middleborough,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen : 

My  second  full  report  as  Health  Officer  for  the  Town  of  Middle- 
borough  follows.  This  report  of  stewardship  through  the  year  does  not 
have,  fortunately,  any  major  health  crisis  to  report  to  you,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  acting  as  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  Town. 

Continuing  progress  has  been  made  in  all  areas  supervised  by  this 
office.  The  passage  of  the  Zoning  Law  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  has 
greatly  improved  the  over-all  effect  of  a  good  public  health  program. 
The  requirements  for  certain  sized  lots,  buildings,  and  usage  simplify 
our  work  in  regulation  of  plumbing  and  sanitary  codes.  The  requirement 
of  the  Zoning  Law  for  a  permit  to  work  on  one’s  property  if  certain  types 
of  work  are  to  be  accomplished  permits  the  Plumbing  Inspector  to  keep 
a  closer  check  on  his  areas  of  responsibility. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  has  continued  to  sponsor 
programs  which  are  helpful  to  the  over-all  health  of  the  community  as 
a  whole  and  for  long-range  healthful  planning  of  the  community. 

You,  the  Board  of  Health,  acting  through  the  Office  of  the  Town 
Manager  and  this  office,  have  continued  the  many  programs  of  assistance 
and  cooperation  with  the  townspeople  which  have  included  the  trash  and 
garbage  pickup  service,  immunization  clinics,  inspection  of  all  restaurants 
and  other  food-processing  plants,  public  health  nursing  service,  dental 
clinic,  and  a  cooperative  program  with  the  School  Department  in  its  ad¬ 
ministration  of  Health  Clinics  through  the  School  Nurse. 

A  further  breakdown  of  the  various  areas  of  responsibility  should 
bring  detailed  information  essential  for  proper  evaluation  by  your  Board. 
Therefore,  I  submit  the  following  information  about  our  services  to  the 
townspeople. 


Trash  and  Garbage  Pickup  Service 

This  service  provided  weekly  in  the  case  of  garbage  pickup  and  bi¬ 
weekly  in  the  case  of  trash  pickup  is  one  which  helps  to  keep  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  our  Town’s  streets  and  yards  in  good  condition.  Many  towns  in 
this  area  do  not  provide  these  services,  and  if  they  do,  the  service  is  con¬ 
fined  to  the  immediate  center  of  the  Town. 
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The  routes  for  these  trucks  to  follow  have  been  studied  this  year  and 
a  few  revisions  in  the  schedules  have  been  made.  The  over-all  approach 
to  this  situation  is  to  further  extend  the  service  to  the  outlying  areas 
without  increasing  the  costs  too  greatly. 

The  garbage  has  been  trucked  to  the  former  Town  Infirmary  grounds 
and  has  been  consumed  by  the  animals  of  the  Town  Piggery.  The  monies 
received  from  the  sale  of  the  pigs  has  continued  to  go  into  the  Town 
Treasury. 

The  Town  Dump  located  on  Plymouth  Street  has  continued  to  receive 
the  trash  collections.  This  area  has  continued  to  be  a  “sore  spot”  for  this 
Department  and  increasingly  a  difficult  problem  for  the  Fire  Department. 
The  increasing  hazards  of  fire  in  this  area  necessitates  action  in  the  near 
future  for  a  land-filled  dump  or  some  other  safe  method  of  handling  the 
trash  collected.  The  Highway  Department  has  continued  to  cooperate 
with  this  Department  bringing  sand  to  the  Dump  itself  and  spreading  the 
sand  over  the  burned  trash.  This  helps  to  control  the  danger  of  fire  and 
improves  the  appearance  of  the  area. 

Permits  and  Licenses 

Again,  the  largest  number  of  permits  issued  during  the  year  was  for 
funeral  directors  to  make  proper  disposition  of  human  remains.  The 
over-all  death  rate  dropped  during  1958  in  Middleboro.  One  hundred 
seventy-eight  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  and 
in  addition,  twenty-one  deaths  occurring  outside  the  geographical  limits 
were  reported.  Heart  conditions  and  malignant  growths  led  the  list  of 
causes  of  death. 

Inspections  were  made  of  all  Day  Camps,  Nursing  Homes,  Rest 
Homes,  Trailer  Courts,  Motels,  Recreation  Camps,  and  Slaughter  Houses. 
The  inspection  by  State  authorities  of  funeral  homes,  hospital,  and  res¬ 
taurant  facilities  was  conducted  throughout  the  year.  The  necessary  re¬ 
quests  for  licenses  were  issued  by  this  Office  or  were  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

The  expansion  of  one  of  our  Nursing  Homes  and  the  addition  of  a 
new  Nursing  Home  have  brought  more  aged  and  infirm  patients  into  the 
Town.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  all  nursing  and  rest  homes  are  kept 
in  fine  condition  and  fulfill  requirements  of  State  Law  pertaining  to  fire 
and  Health  regulations. 


Restaurant  and  Other  Food-Handling  Establishments 

Restaurant  Sanitation  is  an  important  factor  regardless  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  food  and  drink  serving  establishments  there  are  in  a  Town.  The 
fact  that  Route  28  has  so  many  fine  restaurants,  well-patronized  by  tran¬ 
sient  and  local  patrons,  attests  to  the  fact  that  these  restaurant  owners 
and  managers  are  concerned  about  proper  sanitation.  The  continuing  use 
of  an  outside  laboratory  service  has  brought  the  actual  bacteria  counts  to 
our  attention.  The  reports  of  many  of  those  with  poorer  ratings  in  the 
past  have  continued  to  improve.  Your  Board  has  instructed  me  from  time 
to  time  to  check  on  specific  complaints  about  specific  establishments. 
These  complaints  have  been  investigated  and  settled  as  quickly  as  possi- 
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ble  in  a  manner  which  is  least  embarrassing  to  the  owner  or  manag’er  of 
the  food-serving  establishment  concerned. 

Continuing  this  program  is  an  essential  function  of  this  Department. 
No  further  increase  in  this  year’s  budget  request  was  made  as  increased 
appropriation  requests  for  other  programs  administered  by  this  Depart¬ 
ment  are  included  in  the  Budget  Estimates  submitted  to  your  Board. 

The  School  Department  operates  Cafeterias  for  the  school  children 
and  teachers  in  the  Senior  High  School,  Junior  High  School,  and  the  May¬ 
flower  School.  The  Superintendent  of  the  School  Department  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  a  new  cafeteria  will  be  opened  soon  for  those  children 
attending  the  Union  Street  School.  All  of  the  personnel  working  in  the 
School  Cafeterias  are  capable  and  they  all  follow  good  protective  health 
measures. 


Sewerage,  Sewerage  Control,  and  Cesspools 

During  the  past  year  further  extensions  of  sewerage  service  have 
been  made.  These  extensions  increase  the  work  load  of  our  Sewerage 
Treatment  Plant,  but  reduce  the  number  of  problems  which  develop  with 
over-flowing  cesspools.  A  number  of  complaints  continue  to  come  in  to 
this  office  about  cesspools  and  their  problems.  Attempts  have  been  made, 
whenever  possible,  to  remedy  the  situation  permanently.  Cesspool  build¬ 
ing  permits  are  issued  from  the  Health  Office  and  inspection  of  the  com¬ 
pleted  work  is  made  by  the  Health  Officer. 

Mr.  Harry  Rowe,  our  Plumbing  Inspector,  cooperating  with  the 
plumbers  working  in  Town,  has  first-hand  knowledge  as  a  Master  Plumber 
and  continues  to  serve  the  Town  and  this  office  with  sound  advice  and 
friendly  help.  He  will  report  in  further  detail  about  his  areas  of 
responsibility. 


Slaughter  House,  Milk  Production,  Animal  Disease  Control 

Mr.  John  Rebell,  our  Inspector  of  Slaughter  Houses,  Milk  Production 
Facilities,  and  Animals,  has  inspected  the  many  business  enterprises 
within  the  Town  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year.  Any  discrepan¬ 
cies  were  handled  through  this  Office  and  corrective  action  was  taken 
with  the  owners.  Milk  Production  facilities  are  under  close  observation 
by  State  authorities  and  these  representatives  of  the  State  Government 
have  made  their  routine  checks.  The  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Town  have 
maintained  the  minimum  standards  prescribed  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health.  There  is  improvement  to  be  made  in  this  field  and  with 
the  continuing  support  of  the  owners  of  these  establishments,  these  im¬ 
provements  will  be  made.  Mr.  Rebell  will  report  in  greater  detail  about 
his  duties  in  his  own  report. 


Communicable  Diseases 

It  was  recently  quoted  by  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Asso¬ 
ciation  that  before  most  of  us  now  living  in  America  have  passed  away, 
Man  will  have  succeeded  in  conquering  most  of  those  diseases  commonly 
called  the  “Communicable  Diseases”. 
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Each  year  there  are  fewer  and  fewer  reported  cases  of  the  so-called 
“Children’s  Diseases”.  Many  parents  no  longer  call  a  doctor  when  a  case 
of  measles  or  chicken  pox  strikes  their  family.  The  best  example  of  this 
is  that  only  eight  cases  of  chicken  pox  were  reported  during  1958,  while 
during  1957  there  were  one  hundred  seven  reported  cases.

There  were  no  reported  cases  of  Influenza,  Tularemia,  Smallpox, 
Diphtheria,  or  Meningitis. 

The  straight-forward  approach  for  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  is 
one  of  the  better  outgrowths  of  our  enlightened  society.  The  cases  are 
reported  by  the  Medical  Doctor,  but  not  by  name,  by  number  only.  The 
patient  continues  to  share  the  privacy  of  the  doctor’s  office  for  treatment 
of  these  diseases. 


County  Tuberculosis  Control  Program 

The  Town  of  Middleboro  acting  through  its  Board  of  Health  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  cooperate  with  the  Plymouth  County  Tuberculosis  Control  Pro¬ 
gram.  Last  Spring,  a  special  survey  was  conducted  in  eight  Nursing 
Homes  and  Rest  Homes  in  Middleboro.  This  survey,  the  first  in  Plymouth 
County,  believed  to  be  the  first  in  the  Commonwealth,  checked  all  those 
confined  to  nursing  and  rest  homes  for  symptoms  of  Tuberculosis  with 
portable  X-ray  equipment. 

Middleboro  has  two  patients  at  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital,  one 
of  which  is  a  new  case  this  past  year.  There  is  also  one  patient  at  the 
North  Reading  State  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

The  Health  Department  in  cooperation  with  the  Saint  Luke’s  Hospital 
conducts  an  X-ray  clinic  at  the  hospital  twice  monthly.  One  hundred 
ninety-five  persons  were  X-rayed  during  1958  and  of  those  X-rayed  at 
this  Clinic,  follow-up  physical  examinations  were  given  to  one  hundred 
eight  persons. 


Dental  Clinic 

Three  hundred  eight  of  our  school-age  children  were  examined  by  our 
School  Dentist,  George  P.  Cannucci,  D.D.S.,  assisted  by  the  Public  Health 
Nurse,  Mrs.  Marguerite  McLaughlin  and  our  School  Nurse,  Mrs.  Mary 
Edgerly.  The  results  of  this  examination  put  those  children  examined 
in  a  Class  IV  status  (a  classification  given  for  areas  where  dental 
care  is  at  a  low  level).  Through  cooperation  from  the  local  Kiwanis 
Club,  the  School  Department,  and  our  School  Dentists,  a  good  start 
was  made  on  a  well-rounded  program  for  continuance  as  a  full-time 
project  of  the  Health  Department. 
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There  is  a  request  in  the  budget  for  1959  for  a  Dental  Clinic  appro¬ 
priation.  This  is  to  be  utilized  to  purchase  some  new,  modern  equipment 
for  a  Dental  Clinic  so  that  our  children  may  have  their  teeth  properly 
taken  care  of. 

Many  parents  are  taking  care  of  their  children’s  teeth  through  regu¬ 
lar  planned  visits  to  their  family’s  dentist.  However,  there  are  many 
children  whose  families  cannot  afford  to  have  this  preventative  medical 
care.  1  strongly  urge  that  all  those  who  can  continue  to  have  their  chil¬ 
dren’s  teeth  cared  for  by  competent  medical  physicians  to  keep  up  the 
good  work.  Those  children  whose  families  do  not  have  the  financial  means 
should  not  be  denied  the  privilege  of  sound,  healthy  teeth. 

During  the  last  four  months,  our  Dental  Clinic  filled  seventy-nine 
teeth,  extracted  thirty-eight  teeth,  cleaned  twelve  children’s  teeth,  and 
treated  eight  children’s  teeth  for  other  difficulties.  A  total  of  one  hundred 
thirty-seven  children  were  actually  helped. 


Premature  Birth  Assistance  Program 

Eighteen  children  were  born  prematurely  during  1958.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  assisted  four  of  these  families  with  the  financial  burdens 
which  premature  births  often  bring  about.  One  hundred  seventy-one  days 
of  hospital  care  were  provided  at  a  cost  to  the  Town  of  seventeen  hundred 
ten  dollars.  The  budget  requests  for  1959  have  not  been  increased  as  the 
1958  figures  were  unusually  out  of  proportion. 


Diphtheria,  Small  Pox,  and  Tetanus  Control 

During  1958,  three  clinics  were  held  (March  31,  April  28,  and  May  26) 
for  inoculation  of  pre-school  and  school-aged  children.  The  so-called 
“three-in-one”  shot  gives  immunity  to  all  three  of  these  dreaded  maladies 
at  one  time  and  cuts  administration  expense  for  the  Town.  Thirteen  hun¬ 
dred  seventy-six  children  were  inoculated. 

A  word  of  thanks  is  deserved  here  by  the  Medical  Doctors,  Registered 
Nurses,  and  interested  mothers  for  their  cooperation  and  help  during  the 
Immunization  Clinics. 


Infantile  Paralysis 

Since  the  marvelous  discovery  of  Dr.  Jonas  Salk,  this  dreaded  disease, 
which  has  struck  so  many  persons  in  the  world,  we  can  almost  say  with 
certainty  that  this  disease  has  “hit  the  dirt”.  There  were  minor  flare-ups 
of  this  disease  during  the  Summer  of  1958,  but  nothing  which  could  be 
classed  as  an  epidemic. 

The  March  of  Dimes  program  sponsored  by  the  National  Foundation 
for  Infantile  Paralysis  has  expanded  its  purposes  to  include  those  persons 
afflicted  with  birth  defects,  arthritis,  and  its  many  varied  forms.  Con¬ 
tinuing  support  should  be  given  this  program  in  order  that  more  of  our 
fellow-men  can  live  normal  lives. 
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Mosquito  Control 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  cooperated  with  the  State  and  County- 
Mosquito  Control  Program.  This  program,  designed  to  combat  the  com¬ 
mon  mosquito  which  is  so  annoying  to  most  of  us  on  warm  summer  nights, 
is  one  which  may  take  several  seasons  to  realize  definte  corrective  action. 


The  Public  Health  and  School  Nurses 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  some  space  were  not  allocated  to 
the  wonderful  program  of  cooperation  between  the  Town,  the  School  De¬ 
partment,  and  the  Middleboro  District  Nursing  Association. 

Mrs.  Marguerite  McLaughlin,  our  Public  Health  Nurse,  has  been  most 
cooperative  at  all  times  throughout  the  year.  She  has  given  up  many  of 
her  noon-hours  to  assist  patients  in  medical  treatment  and  she  has  re¬ 
turned  to  work  at  one  o’clock  just  as  if  she  had  taken  her  hour  for  lunch. 

Mrs.  McLaughlin,  the  District  Nursing  Association’s  representative, 
has  done  a  wonderful  job  in  follow-up  on  Tuberculosis  Clinic  check-ups, 
communicable  diseases,  premature  baby  program,  and  general  nursing 
care. 

Mrs.  Mary  Edgerly,  our  School  Nurse,  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Joseph  C.  Kunces,  should  both  be  commended  for  their  coopera¬ 
tion  and  genuine  interest  in  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  children  en¬ 
trusted  to  their  care. 


For  the  Future 

A  year  ago,  in  my  last  report,  I  mentioned  that  we  had  three  major 
projects  to  incorporate  into  our  Town’s  Program  of  Health.  First,  mos¬ 
quito  control;  second,  a  land-filled  dump;  third,  a  zoning  law.  Two  of 
these  three  have  been  augmented  into  our  daily  lives  during  the  past  year. 
One  remains,  a  solution  to  the  situation  at  the  Town  Dump.  An  unsani¬ 
tary  condition,  a  fire  hazard,  an  eyesore,  and  a  continuing  expense  seem 
to  sum  up  the  situation  on  that  tract  of  land  off  Plymouth  Street.  Definite 
remedial  action  should  be  taken  to  clean-up  this  old-fashioned  method  of 
trash  disposal. 

The  equipment  which  is  used  by  our  employees  in  garbage  and  trash 
pickup  is  getting  old.  Both  trucks  are  operative  and  are  doing  their  daily 
work  well.  A  well-planned  program  of  systematic  replacement  of  this 
machinery  should  be  worked  in  to  the  over-all  budget  requirements  of  the 
Town.  Certainly  the  replacement  of  both  of  these  vehicles  in  one  year 
would  bring  additional  tax  burdens  on  the  taxpayers.  A  study  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  during  the  coming  year  to  work  this  thought  into  more  tangible 
form. 

In  passing,  I  am  proud  to  inform  you  that  I  was  appointed  one  of 
our  Commonwealth’s  first  Registered  Sanitarians.  The  Board  of  Regis¬ 
tration  of  Sanitarians  (new  in  Massachusetts)  is  one  of  the  highest  pro¬ 
fessional  groups  of  Health  Personnel  in  the  country. 
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In  closing,  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks 
to  my  associates  in  the  Health  Department  for  their  help,  cooperation, 
and  advice  during  the  past  year.  Their  interest  has  made  my  job  that 
much  easier. 

A  word  of  formal  thanks  to  Mr.  Edwin  0.  Wilson,  who  has  helped 
me  in  many  ways.  A  sincere  thank  you  to  you,  the  Board  of  Health  for 
the  opportunity  to  work  together  for  a  common  cause.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

“Paradoxical  though  it  may  seem,  society  as  a  whole  must  come  to 
the  aid  of  the  individual  —  finding  ways  to  identify  him  as  a  unique  per¬ 
son,  and  to  place  him  alongside  his  fellow  men  in  ways  which  will  not 
inhibit  or  destroy  his  individuality.  By  its  educational  system,  its  public 
and  private  institutional  practices,  and  perhaps  most  importantly,  by  its 
attitude  toward  the  creative  person,  a  free  society  can  actively  insure 
its  own  constant  invigoration.”  —  The  “Rockefeller  Report  on  Education”. 

As  Superintendent  of  the  Middleboro  Public  Schools,  I  feel  certain 
that  the  excerpt  quoted  outlines  the  chief  role  that  we  as  educators  must 
follow  in  guiding  the  youth  of  this  community.  Granted,  we  alone  cannot 
achieve  total  success.  We  need  the  assistance  of  the  home,  the  church  and 
the  community  itself  to  bring  this  goal  into  full  fruition. 

However,  I  take  pride  in  the  part  that  we  have  played.  As  I  present 
the  educational  accomplishments  of  this  past  year,  I  feel  certain  that  our 
actions  have  been  most  instrumental  in  providing  better  preparation  for 
each  pupil.  Throughout  the  grades  it  has  been  our  objective  to  aid,  to 
guide  and  to  develop  each  pupil’s  individuality  through  the  medium  of 
academic  and  cultural  study. 

With  the  beginning  of  school  this  fall,  the  number  of  minutes  per 
week  of  class  instruction  in  grades  1-5  has  been  increased  by  75.  Actually, 
then,  this  represents  15  minutes  more  per  day  and  conforms  with  sound 
practices  in  elementary  education. 

The  following  table  herewith  presented  is  used  as  a  guide  in  the  time 
allocation  of  each  school  week.

*  In  Grade  I,  additional  time  is  allocated  under  this  heading  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  removing  outer  clothing,  as  well  as  assisting  the  pupils  to  dress. 

Our  greatest  educational  accomplishment  in  the  area  of  school  time 
allocation,  however,  is  best  demonstrated  at  the  Middleborough  Junior 
High  School.  Principal  Burkland  and  I  have  both  felt  that  the  bus  pupil 
(and  this  represents  54%  of  the  total  school’s  enrollment)  did  not  have 
the  opportunities  of  make  up  and  individual  assistance  that  were  avail¬ 
able  to  the  student  who  walked  to  school.  At  the  same  time,  it  was  also 
noted  the  participation  of  bus  pupils  in  extra  curricular  activities,  as  well 
as  in  measures  of  after-school  discipline,  were  greatly  curtailed.  The 
new  schedule,  which  commences  at  8:00  A.M.  and  terminates  at  2:10  P.M., 
provides  all  pupils  with  the  opportunity  for  individual  assistance,  time 
for  extra  curricular  activities  participation,  as  well  as  disciplinary  action 
whenever  it  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  school. 

The  length  of  the  school  day  is  important,  but  the  proper  utilization 
of  each  day  is  most  important,  if  educational  standards  are  to  be  elevated 
—  or  merely  maintained.  There  must  be  a  common  respect  of  this  basic 
principle  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  class  at  all  times. 

From  time  to  time,  however,  our  various  schools  possess  individuals 
who  disregard  this  principle.  These  individuals  are  those  persons  who 
perform  the  acts  of  truancy,  vandalism,  serious  disturbances  and  other 
measures  which  show  a  complete  disregard  for  the  educational  welfare 
of  fellow  classmates,  as  well  as  respect  for  teachers.  These  individuals 
and  their  problems  consume  many  hours  of  valuable  school  time. 

To  safeguard  the  educational  opportunities  of  the  students  desirous 
of  advancement,  the  following  policy  was  recommended  to,  and  adopted 
by,  the  School  Committee: 

“Voted:  That  effective  March  6,  1958  the  Middleboro  School  Com¬ 
mittee,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
the  Principal  of  the  school  concerned,  shall  deny  membership  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  schools  under  its  jurisdiction,  any  pupils  who  have  reached  the  age  of 
16  and  who  are  failing  in  work  at  school  because  of  poor  conduct,  attend¬ 
ance  or  attitude.”  A  definite  procedure  of  parent  notification  and  the 
opportunity  to  correct  existing  conditions  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  have 
been  prescribed  and  is  being  followed  in  the  enforcement  of  this  policy. 

The  lengthened  school  day  and  the  almost  ideal  class  sizes,  which  we 
possess  in  our  various  grades  throughout  the  system,  have  provided  us 
with  an  excellent  opportunity  to  help  all  levels  of  learning.  Some  of  the 
outcomes  of  this  combination  of  conditions  are  as  follows: 
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A.  A  more  comprehensive  reading-phonics  program  in  grades  1-6 
geared  upon  student  abilities.  The  various  test  results  obtained  this  past 
year  have  been  excellent. 

B.  More  reading  and  writing  experiences  on  the  part  of  the  second¬ 
ary  school  pupils.  The  College  Board  Examination  Scores  of  our  pupils 
as  well  as  other  tests  show  that  our  pupils  have  done  exceedingly  well  in 
these  studies. 

C.  Better  reporting  systems  have  been  developed  this  past  year  so 
as  to  keep  the  parent  better  informed  as  to  the  progress  of  his  child. 
The  report  card,  which  was  used  this  fall,  is  the  result  of  three  years  of 
study  by  teachers,  principals,  and  the  Superintendent. 

D.  More  helpful  guidance  procedures  to  aid  the  pupil  have  been 
adopted  this  past  year. 

a.  Retention,  promotion  and  transfer  policies  have  been  adopted  not 
as  a  means  of  punishment,  but  assistance  as  regards  the  pupil. 

b.  Extra  curricular  activities  have  been  limited  in  cases  where  pupils 
have  demonstrated  difficulty  with  class  work.  The  policy  regarding 
instrumental  music  instruction  and  participation  in  non-school 
athletic  activities  during  school  days  for  members  of  school  ath¬ 
letic  teams,  are  but  two  examples. 

E.  Higher  standards  for  passing  a  grade  and  a  return  to  the  proper 
respect  for  a  “C”.  In  our  various  report  cards  “C”  has  been  given 
the  connotation  of  representing  average  work  and  accomplishment. 

F.  In  present  day  critical  areas  of  study  such  as  science,  a  one  day 
institute  for  all  elementary  teachers  was  conducted  this  year,  so  as  to 
better  acquaint  them  with  the  newest  findings,  as  well  as  experimental 
methods  of  teaching,  that  could  be  conducted  in  the  classroom.  This 
proved  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  method  of  conducting  such  a  “refresher 
course”. 

G.  Vocational  education  for  boys  at  the  high  school  level  has 
branched  out  to  include  automotive  mechanics  this  year.  This  unit  of 
study,  combined  with  the  wood  working  instituted  last  year,  gives  us  the 
foundation  for  a  good  general  shop  course. 

The  Chicago  school  fire,  I  feel  certain,  has  made  many  a  citizen  say 
to  himself,  “Are  our  schools  safe?”  In  reply  to  this  question,  I  would  like 
to  state  that  all  of  our  schools  are  inspected  by  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  twice  each  year,  as  well  as  inspectors  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Safety.  In  each  instance  the  recommendations  of 
each  group  have  been  followed  in  attempting  to  correct  any  hazards  that 
may  exist. 

For  example,  it  was  recommended  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  to  have  the  doors  open  outward  at  the  South  Middleboro  School. 
By  directive  of  the  School  Committee  this  was  performed  last  summer. 
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At  the  same  time,  the  School  Committee  sensed  the  importance  of  having 
an  “electronic  fire  detecting  eye”  installed  on  the  furnace  at  the  Union 
Street  School  —  and  this  was  accomplished  this  past  year. 

The  program  of  repairs  and  maintenance  adopted  by  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  some  five  years  ago  is  nearing  completion.  At  the  present  time, 
and  at  the  high  school,  the  first,  second  and  third  floor  rooms  and  corri¬ 
dors  have  been  painted;  the  building  has  been  completely  relighted,  the 
exterior  trim  has  been  painted  and  two  thirds  of  the  exterior  of  the 
building  has  been  waterproofed. 

In  all  of  the  other  schools,  with  the  exception  of  one  classroom  at  the 
South  Middleboro  School  and  two  sides  of  the  exterior  of  West  Side 
School,  all  the  buildings  have  been  painted  on  the  inside  and  outside 
within  the  past  five  years. 

In  addition,  the  play  areas  at  the  Union  Street  School  and  the  West 
Side  School  have  received  an  oil  coat  penetration  and  seal  application. 

Repairs  will  never  cease;  but  truly  our  school  property  is  in  the  best 
condition  it  has  been  for  some  time. 

Good  education  is  most  dependent  upon  good  teaching.  Good  teach¬ 
ing,  in  turn,  is  the  product  of  the  good  teacher.  My  chief  responsibility, 
then,  to  the  educational  system  of  this  community  is  to  select  and  recom¬ 
mend  highly  qualified  candidates  to  the  School  Committee  for  appoint¬ 
ment.  In  performing  this  duty  this  year,  I  have  examined  the  credentials 
of  345  persons;  contacted  approximately  250  persons,  and  interviewed 
101  persons.  This  duty  is  a  year-round  undertaking.  However,  with 
diligent  application,  the  results  are  most  gratifying.  I  feel  that  we  have 
been  most  fortunate  in  the  appointments  that  have  been  made. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  year,  one  of  my  chief  com¬ 
petitors  for  the  services  of  the  teacher  has  been  the  stork!  However,  I 
herewith  present  the  following  table  which  presents  the  teacher  loss 
and  the  reasons  for  same:

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In  the  list  of  teacher  appointments  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  one 
of  the  teachers  has  had  18  years  of  experience  prior  to  her  appointment 
to  the  Middleboro  Public  Schools.  Nine  others  have  had  from  2-14  years 
of  service  elsewhere,  and  the  remaining  appointments  are  undertaking 
the  position  of  teacher  for  the  first  time. 

If  sound  personnel  practices  are  followed  and  coupled  with  long 
range  planning  in  the  staffing  of  schools,  excellent  results  can  be  achieved. 
For  example,  as  of  September  1,  1958,  the  Memorial  High  School  Faculty 
was  composed  of  31  teachers,  including  the  Principal.  Of  this  number,  15 
of  the  teachers  possess  Master’s  Degrees,  14  possess  Bachelor’s  Degrees 
and  2  are  without  degrees,  but  are  graduates  of  institutions  that  did  not 
offer  degrees  at  the  time  they  attended.  These  same  2  persons,  on  the 
other  hand,  have  taught  in  Middleboro  for  better  than  25  years  each. 

In  addition,  the  ratio  of  men  to  women  teachers  has  been  improved 
so  that  the  Memorial  High  School  Faculty  now  possesses  15  men  to  16 
women.  Incidentally,  only  2  of  the  faculty  members  of  this  school  are 
new  to  the  teaching  profession. 

It  is  most  evident  as  one  reads  this  report  that  many  educational 
accomplishments  have  taken  place  in  1958.  These  accomplishments,  on 
the  other  hand,  would  never  have  materialized  if  it  were  not  for  a  genu¬ 
inely  interested  and  professionally  minded  School  Committee,  who  place 
educational  standards  and  service  to  children  above  all  else.  This  is  not 
an  easy  task,  particularly  when  ever-rising  costs  are  to  be  considered. 

It  is  to  this  Committee  and  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Middleboro  Public 
Schools  that  I  extend  my  sincerest  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  ex¬ 
cellent  support  and  cooperation  during  1958.

A  revised  syllabus  of  study  has  been  prepared  by  Faculty  Commit¬ 
tees  the  past  year.  This  has  been  a  valuable  aid  for  new  teachers  espe¬ 
cially.  It  covers  the  work,  by  subject  fields,  in  all  three  grades  in  the 
school.  The  work  in  Junior  Practical  Arts  is  covered  by  State  requirements. 

In  the  Art  Department  boys  and  girls  in  Grades  7  and  8  are  now  di¬ 
vided,  which  makes  more  specialized  work  possible.  A  course  in  Phonic 
Drill  in  Grade  6  has  been  introduced  in  addition  to  the  regular  periods  in 
reading.  The  Report  Card,  revised  last  year,  has  proven  to  serve  the 
purpose  of  the  school.  The  work  in  Music,  Art,  Health  Education,  and 
Homemaking  and  Industrial  Arts  is  now  marked  twice  a  year,  while  the 
academic  work  is  marked  each  quarter.  Miss  Boutin,  teacher  of  Remedial 
Reading,  attends  to  the  needs  of  pupils  with  reading  difficulties  in  after 
school  hours.  The  annual  Parent-Teacher  Association  Safety  Essay  Con¬ 
test  and  the  Van  Erode  contest  on  biography  both  added  impetus  to  the 
English  composition  program.  A  “core”  program  in  Social  Studies  and 
English  is  taking  place  in  one  eighth  grade  division,  while  another  is 
pursuing  a  course  of  enrichment  for  the  “above  average”  pupils.  Last 
spring  a  careful  study  of  advanced  pupils  was  made  and  sent  on  to  the 
Memorial  High  School.  Continuous  checking  is  made  in  all  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  school  to  save  the  best  of  the  “old”  and  to  introduce  gradu¬ 
ally  experiments  with  the  “new”.  It  has  been  of  great  satisfaction  that

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four  members  of  our  faculty  have  been  called  upon  to  lead  regional  meet¬ 
ings  in  their  particular  fields. 

Each  homestation  group  has  had  one  period  a  week  for  group  guid¬ 
ance  with  the  homeroom  teacher.  Discussions  on  various  “teen-age” 
problems  have  taken  place,  as  well  as  Junior  Red  Cross  unit  business 
meetings,  and  some  current  events. 

The  courses  in  Civics  meet  once  a  week  in  Grade  Six,  three  times  a 
week  in  Grade  Seven,  and  once  a  week  in  Grade  Eight. 

One  of  the  best  media  for  citizenship  work  is  through  the  weekly 
assembly  where  various  holidays  and  seasons  are  celebrated  with  pupil 
programs  worked  out  in  connection  with  their  courses  by  the  various 
teachers  throughout  the  year,  and  where  civic  and  educational  leaders 
address  the  pupils  from  time  to  time. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  program  in  the  schools  aims  to  teach  “service 
above  self”  and  by  the  various  community  projects  carried  out  in  the 
various  grades  we  hope  that  a  community  consciousness  is  established. 

The  one  “activity  period”  a  week  gives  all  pupils  a  chance  via  differ¬ 
ent  channels  to  explore  varied  interests. 

Every  subject  in  the  school  curriculum  contributes  to  moral  train¬ 
ing  by  training  in  accuracy,  honesty  and  other  attributes  of  good  citizen¬ 
ship.  Reverence  for  God  and  Country  is  stressed  in  all  activities. 

The  system  of  intramural  sports  in  addition  to  the  regular  Health 
Education  given  in  the  school  has  been  scheduled  the  best  the  past  year 
in  the  school’s  history.  At  the  Junior  High  School  level  a  few  school 
games  are  held  to  keep  interest  alive  in  the  sport.  The  games  between 
intramural  winners  and  with  the  Faculty  become  highlights  of  the  sports 
program.  A  cheerleaders  group  is  chosen  by  competition. 

One  of  the  great  assets  in  the  Health  Education  of  the  school  is  the 
hot  lunch  program.  Admirably  administered,  it  is  enjoyed  by  a  very  high 
percentage  of  the  school  population.  Here,  too,  is  another  chance  for  the 
teaching  of  manners  and  courtesy. 

The  Middleborough  Junior  High  School  Orchestra  and  Band  meet 
weekly  and  the  Elementary  Band  meets  also  in  the  Junior  High  School 
building.  These  all  meet  in  after  school  hours.  The  School  Choir  meets 
weekly  during  the  activity  period,  and  is  this  year  a  Grade  Seven  group. 
Music  is  introduced  into  the  other  programs  whenever  possible,  such  as 
Assemblies,  Appreciation,  programs  for  various  groups  meeting  at  the 
school  and  at  school  socials. 

Mr.  Barry  M.  Moriarty  was  transferred  to  teach  General  Science, 
and  Mr.  John  E.  Sullivan  was  employed  to  carry  on  the  Literature  pro- 
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gram  in  Grades  seven  and  eight.  Miss  Margaret  Rourke  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  as  a  special  teacher  for  the  Junior  Practical  Arts  Class,  and  Mr. 
Marcel  Richard  became  the  new  teacher  of  grade  seven  Social  Studies. 
Mr.  W.  Robert  Thomas,  who  had  substituted  in  the  school  last  year, 
became  the  regular  teacher  of  all  reading  in  Grade  six.  Mr.  Richard 
Ostlund  has  been  appointed  to  teach  the  classes  formerly  taught  by  Mr. 
Jack  L.  Oades.  All  of  these  people  were  valuable  additions  to  the  school 
personnel.  Miss  Brenda  Kazlauski  became  the  new  Junior  Clerk  in  the 
school  office.  She  also  serves  an  hour  a  day  at  the  Mayflower  School  as 
Cafeteria  Cashier. 

No  Junior  High  School  report  would  be  complete  without  reference 
to  the  various  agencies  upon  which  we  are  so  dependent.  The  Bates 
Parent-Teacher  Association  of  the  Middleborough  Junior  High  School 
continues  to  cooperate  with  the  school  in  every  possible  way.  The  office 
hours  held  by  the  teachers  four  times  a  year  have  become  increasingly 
popular  and  effective.  The  fact  that  there  have  been  more  individual 
parent  interviews  than  ever  the  past  two  years  is  due  to  the  interest  en¬ 
gendered  by  the  P.T.A.  to  a  very  large  extent. 

Both  the  Principal  and  Vice  Principal  have  served  on  the  local  com¬ 
mittee  for  the  establishment  of  the  new  Stone  Mental  Health  Clinic  for 
the  Brockton  Area.  This  new  clinic  should  become  a  great  help  to  chil¬ 
dren  and  youth  who  need  its  services. 

The  school  works  in  close  contact  with  both  the  two  Juvenile  Proba¬ 
tion  Officers  and  the  agent  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Preven¬ 
tion  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 

Interest  in  Junior  Red  Cross  has  already  been  mentioned  and  to  that 
agency  should  be  added  the  school’s  cooperation  with  the  Y.M.C.A.,  the 
4-H  Club  work,  and  the  various  units  of  Girl  and  Boy  Scouting  in  town. 

All  clergymen  in  the  town  form  another  area  of  help  and  very 
pleasant  relations  have  been  maintained  with  them. 

The  necessary  repair  to  the  gymnasium  floor,  caused  by  a  faulty 
heat  pipe,  was  entirely  borne  by  the  architect,  Mr.  I.  T.  Almy,  at  no  cost 
to  the  town.  Minor  repairs  have  been  cared  for  by  the  custodians  and  the 
maintenance  department.  The  outer  appearance  of  the  building  has  been 
made  attractive  by  plants  and  the  development  of  the  lawn.

The  educational  program  of  this  school  represents  a  continuous 
process  of  deleting  from  the  curriculum  those  unnecessary  items  and 
adding  to  it  the  subject  matter  areas  that  will  best  meet  the  needs  of  all 
our  pupils.  At  the  present  time  all  students  in  the  high  school  are  enrolled 
in  a  minimum  of  four  prepared  subjects  which,  considering  class  work 
and  home  assignments,  make  attendance  in  school  a  full-time  occupation. 
It  is  possible  each  year  to  improve  our  method  of  scheduling  the  entire 
school  program  and  assigning  pupils  to  individual  classes  so  that  the 
grouping  by  mental  ability  and  scholastic  achievement  has  improved. 
Students  whose  mental  ability  and  post-graduate  plans  involve  college 
preparation  are  assigned  to  classes  in  English,  mathematics,  science, 
history,  and  languages  at  their  own  ability  level.  College  preparatory 
divisions  are  definitely  of  an  academic  nature  and  require  intellectual 
ability.  The  instruction  and  standards  offer  the  best  preparation  possible 
for  future  collegiate  activity.  Students  enrolled  in  the  business  education 
program  are  being  offered  a  comparable  mental  challenge.  The  responses 
which  we  receive  from  employers  of  our  students  who  graduate  from  our 
business  education  department  offer  great  encouragement  to  us.  We  are 
preparing  young  ladies  who  are  well  equipped  to  handle  clerical,  type¬ 
writing  and  stenographic  responsibilities  in  the  business  areas  of  our 
community.  Students  enrolled  in  our  so-called  general  program  are  being 
challenged  to  their  capacity  and  they  are  being  provided  with  educational 
opportunities  commensurate  with  their  ability.  The  homemaking  program 
is  in  full  operation  at  this  time.  The  industrial  arts  program  this  year 
was  increased  so  that  freshman  and  sophomore  boys  have  been  enrolled. 
Freshman  and  sophomore  students  attend  these  classes  separately  and  are 
assigned  for  a  double  class  period.  The  group  assigned  is  then  divided  so 
that  half  of  each  class  is  studying  woodworking  with  Mr.  Henry  Battis 
while  the  other  half  is  engaged  in  activities  with  Mr.  Harold  Card  in  the 
area  of  metals  and  auto  mechanics.  At  midyear  time,  the  classes  change. 
In  this  space  age,  no  report  dealing  with  an  educational  program  would 
be  complete  without  reference  to  the  areas  of  mathematics  and  the  sci¬ 
ences.  It  is  interesting  to  note  from  a  recent  report  by  the  Department 
of  Education  of  Massachusetts  that  our  high  school  offers  the  equivalent 
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science  and  mathematics  programs  being  offered  by  the  best  40  per  cent 
of  the  high  schools  in  the  Commonwealth. 

If  public  education  exists  for  any  purpose  at  all,  it  exists  to  prepare 
boys  and  girls  to  assume  intelligent  citizenship  responsibilities.  Such 
responsibilities  cannot  be  assumed  without  training  and  experience  in 
basic  skills.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  continued  effort  in  our  educational 
program  includes  citizenship  training  and  it  is  also  for  this  reason  that 
citizenship  receives  a  mark  during  each  marking  period.  Good  school 
citizens  are  frequently  recognized  by  their  attitude  towards  requests  that 
are  made  of  them  which  frequently  are  of  no  particular  benefit  to  them 
as  individuals  but  benefit  the  majority.  Thus  a  similarity  is  noticed  be¬ 
tween  school  policy  and  the  “laws  of  the  land.”  We  are  pleased  by  the 
positive  change  in  citizenship  attitude  as  demonstrated  by  our  students. 
For  particular  accomplishments  we  are  proud  of  the  efforts  displayed  by 
our  Student  Council  in  organizing  a  safer  and  saner  Hallowe’en  for  our 
community,  for  the  efforts  which  the  entire  student  body  has  made  in  their 
annual  candy  sale  to  benefit  the  local  hospital,  for  the  interest  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  graduating  class  provides  in  conducting  the  annual  school 
census,  for  the  effort  high-school  students  display  in  decorating  the  com¬ 
munity  for  observing  National  Holidays,  and  for  the  many  other  similar 
services  the  high-school  student  body  provides  in  assuming  civic  responsi¬ 
bilities  in  and  out  of  school. 

Self-appraisal  of  our  high  school  is  necessary  and  continuous.  On 
the  other  hand,  lest  a  self-appraisal  becomes  too  subjective,  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  that  an  outside  agency  be  requested  to  conduct  an  objective  evalua¬ 
tion  of  our  high  school.  This  high  school  is  a  member  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  The  New  England  Associa¬ 
tion  represents  an  accredited  agency  for  all  public  and  private  secondary 
schools  and  colleges  in  New  England.  In  order  for  us  to  maintain  our 
membership  in  this  Association,  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  high  school 
to  be  evaluated  by  a  visiting  team  of  educators.  Such  an  evaluation  will 
be  conducted  in  the  fall  of  1959.  With  the  growth  and  progress  that  has 
been  evident  in  recent  years,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  we  will 
receive  a  commendable  report. 

The  students  and  faculty  suffered  a  tragic  loss  early  this  year  on 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Louise  Walker,  teacher  of  problems  of  democracy.  Those 
teachers  who  worked  with  her  and  the  students  who  attended  her  classes, 
will  be  ever  mindful  of  her  unusual  teaching  ability  and  steadfast  courage. 

In  a  school  building  it  is  almost  impossible  to  measure  “wear  and 
tear.”  Yet  every  property  owner  knows  that  in  his  own  home  there  are 
certain  necessary  items  of  upkeep.  Certainly  in  a  school  which  houses 
more  than  700  students  and  faculty  a  continuous  process  of  maintenance 
is  necessary.  The  major  accomplishments  this  past  summer  have  included 
the  painting  of  all  classrooms  and  corridors  on  the  second  and  third  floors, 
the  relighting  of  all  classrooms  on  the  second  and  third  floors,  and  the  in- 
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stallation  of  emergency  electric  lights  in  the  corridors.  The  girls’  gym 
floor  has  been  sanded  and  refinished.  This  present  Christmas  Season,  the 
north,  south,  and  boys’  east  stairways  are  being  entirely  repainted  and 
emergency  electric  lights  installed  on  the  stairways.  Waterproofing  of 
an  additional  outside  section  on  the  south  side  of  the  building  and  repaint¬ 
ing  of  all  outside  wood  trimming  on  the  school  building  was  also  accom¬ 
plished  last  summer.  The  custodians  of  the  building  have  continued  their 
efforts  in  the  almost  never-ending  process  of  floor  re-surfacing  and  clean¬ 
ing.  The  renovating  process  in  the  Washburn  Unit  is  continuing  this  year 
and  should  be  completed  by  June  1959.  It  is  anticipated  that  an  Open 
House  in  this  unit  will  be  held  in  the  fall  of  1959. 

As  a  social  agency  the  public  schools  cannot  exist  apart  from  the 
other  social  and  civic  agencies  of  the  community.  It  is  our  good  fortune 
to  have  the  continued  support  of  these  groups  and  the  individuals  who 
comprise  them.  To  these  people,  we  of  the  high  school  are  indebted  and 
earnestly  solicit  their  continued  interest  in  us.

The  year  1958  opened  with  the  academic  work  in  the  Union  Street 
School  proceeding  as  usual.  Following  the  Scott,  Foresman  System  of 
Reading,  as  each  book  or  group  of  books  is  completed,  the  Basic  Tests 
are  administered  to  check  the  comprehension  and  vocabulary  required  for 
good  Reading.  These  checks  enable  the  teacher  to  follow  the  child’s 
progress  in  Reading,  the  most  important  subject  in  the  elementary  grades. 
The  Otis  Mental  Ability  Test  was  given  in  both  grades  one  and  two  and  in 
May,  the  Metropolitan  Achievement  Test  was  given  to  the  second  grade. 
This  test  showed  the  level  of  work  attained  by  each  pupil  in  the  various 
subjects.  In  September  the  children  were  introduced  to  a  phase  of  Science, 
with  work  sheets  which  stimulated  thinking  along  these  lines.  This  is 
being  developed  through  creative  art  work  and  simple  experiments. 

In  September  Mrs.  Ethel  Manwaring  transferred  to  Grade  three  in 
the  School  Street  School  on  a  full-time  basis.  We  were  sorry  to  lose  her 
as  a  member  of  our  faculty  but  wish  her  success  in  her  new  grade.  Mrs. 
Helen  Hoye  was  elected  to  teach  part-time  in  grade  two  with  Miss  Begley. 
Mrs.  Hoye  graduated  from  Simmons  College  in  1938  and  did  not  turn 
directly  to  teaching.  However,  she  has  done  substitute  work  in  the  Mid- 
dleboro  schools  and  is  adjusting  to  the  elementary  grades,  assisting  Miss 
Begley  who  has  other  administrative  duties. 

Mrs.  Helen  Lamb,  our  Speech  Therapist,  resigned,  and  in  September, 
Mr.  Mason  Wakstein  assumed  this  position.  Mr.  Wakstein  has  had  con¬ 
siderable  experience,  working  with  Dr.  Prenovost,  director  of  the  Boston 
University  Clinic  for  Speech  Correction.  In  children  these  speech  defects, 
if  not  organic,  can  be  corrected  by  special  instruction  and  Mr.  Wakstein 
is  qualified  to  give  this  needed  help. 
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The  installation  of  the  oil  penetration  play  surface  is  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  in  many  ways  and  an  aid  to  personal  safety  and  cleanliness.  It  will 
also  lessen  the  wear  on  the  tile  floors  and  is  appreciated  by  everyone. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Junior  Cabot  Club  for  the  gift  of  a  ‘‘Merry- 
go-round”,  which  was  firmly  installed  on  the  girls’  playground  and  is  prov¬ 
ing  a  source  of  great  fun  and  exercise.  It  is  a  sign  of  good  public  relations 
when  a  group  of  young  women  can  spend  time  and  effort  on  such  a  worth¬ 
while  project. 

We  appreciate  the  support  and  cooperation  of  our  Parent-Teacher 
Association.  The  pupils  enjoy  the  playground  equipment  they  provide  us 
and  the  teachers  recognize  the  parents’  interest  when  they  attend  our 
Open  House.  Close  contact  with  the  teacher  enables  the  parents  to  under¬ 
stand  the  many  problems  of  these  early  grades  and  how  they  may  be 
solved. 

Mr.  Raymond  Chapman,  our  custodian,  deserves  a  word  of  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  many  hours  he  spends  at  our  school,  keeping  it  in  excellent 
condition  and  attending  to  the  safety  of  the  children. 

Out  newest  project  is  the  hot  lunch  program  and  this  should  be  in 
operation  in  January  1959.  Many  requests  have  been  made  by  parents  of 
children  who  come  by  bus  and  with  their  cooperation,  we  should  be  able 
to  work  this  plan  out  successfully.

The  academic  program  in  all  grades  is  geared  to  afford  each  child  the 
opportunity  to  realize  his  fullest  potentialities.  Group  work  is  carried  on 
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extensively,  exceptional  stress  being  given  to  reading,  with  the  pupil 
progressing  at  his  maximum  rate.  This  year  the  school  day  was  length¬ 
ened  15  minutes.  It  seemed  judicious  to  devote  this  extra  time  to  reading 
instruction.  Therefore,  as  examples,  grade  3  pupils  receive  90  minutes 
daily  instruction  devoted  solely  to  reading,  while  grade  4  pupils  are 
taught  reading  75  minutes  each  day.  With  four  ability  reading  groups  in 
grade  4,  and  our  inter-change  of  pupils  between  classrooms,  a  maximum 
of  efficiency  in  instruction  is  being  achieved. 

Approximately  100  grade  5  pupils  are  divided  into  three  ability 
groups.  Each  group  carries  on  the  basic  work  required  in  grade  5.  Yet 
the  pupils  in  the  lowest  group  receive  additional  remedial  and  drill  work. 
With  this  group  being  the  smallest  in  number,  greater  individual  in¬ 
struction  is  possible. 

A  broadened,  enriched  program  is  offered  to  the  upper  group  of 
pupils  in  grade  5,  emphasis  being  placed  upon  individual  reports,  com¬ 
mittee  projects,  greater  individual  reading,  and  a  broader  investigation 
of  knowledge  relative  to  the  basic  classroom  studies. 

Miss  Leah  M.  Boutin  is  in  charge  of  the  remedial  reading  program. 
The  main  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  help  pupils  achieve  their  potential 
capacities.  Contrary  to  the  belief  that  only  pupils  who  fail  in  regular 
academic  classwork  are  the  ones  who  need  remedial  reading,  our  program 
includes  pupils  who  would  benefit  from  extra  drill.  This  necessitates 
working  with  larger  groups.  Grade  5  has  26  pupils,  and  grade  4  has  32 
pupils  working  in  two  groups.  The  Durrell-Sullivan  Reading  Test  results 
was  the  measure  used  to  judge  the  candidates.  The  Metropolitan  achieve¬ 
ment  Test  plus  classroom  achievement  were  the  screening  measures  used 
to  ascertain  grade  3  pupils  needing  help,  of  which  there  are  6.  The  teach¬ 
ing  techniques  are  those  recommended  by  the  teaching  staff  at  the  Chil¬ 
dren’s  Medical  Center  with  Dr.  Gallagher  in  charge.  Progress  is  apparent 
when  the  pupil  reaches  the  stage  where  he  can  apply  the  phonic  prin¬ 
ciples  taught  to  decipher  new  words  and  read  them  with  understanding. 

Special  Education  has  entered  its  second  year  at  the  Mayflower 
School  with  17  children  enrolled  in  the  Elementary  Practical  Arts  Class. 
Three  new  children  were  enrolled  after  transferring  two  members  to  the 
Junior  High  Practical  Arts  Class  and  placing  two  pupils  in  regular  classes. 
The  children  range  in  age  from  seven  to  fourteen  and  the  grade  levels  of 
academic  achievement  are  from  grade  one  to  grade  six.  Mornings  are 
given  to  academic  work  with  everyone  working  at  his  individual  capacity, 
fitting  into  a  group  when  he  may.  Several  children  have  been  placed  in 
regular  classes  for  their  arithmetic  lessons  each  day.  This  enables  them 
to  keep  in  contact  with  regular  classroom  procedure  and  to  feel  a  part  of 
another  group.  Academic  work  usually  goes  into  the  afternoon  session, 
but  a  part  of  every  afternoon  is  set  aside  for  handwork  and  physical 
activity.  The  aims  of  these  activities,  important  in  the  lives  of  these 
children,  are  to  increase  muscular  coordination  and  to  provide  a  suitable 
avocation  for  leisure  time  activity.  Report  cards  were  sent  home  this 
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year  for  the  first  time.  These  cards  were  designed  to  cover  all  the  areas 
of  growth  in  childhood  development.  The  social,  emotional,  and  physical 
growths  are  as  important  to  these  children  as  the  academic  growth. 

Speech  therapy  services  have  been  provided  for  the  children  at  the 
Mayflower  School.  Our  Speech  Consultant,  Mr.  Mason  P.  Wakstein,  has 
conducted  a  survey  of  the  speech  needs  of  the  children.  At  present  he 
visits  the  Mayflower  School  on  Monday  mornings  to  help  many  of  the 
children  who  have  speech  difficulties.  The  speech  correction  program  is  a 
vital  part  of  the  educational  process.  We  live  in  a  highly  communicative 
world  in  which  success  depends  on  effective  oral  communication.  Parents 
who  are  interested  in  discussing  their  children’s  speech  development  can 
arrange  to  consult  with  Mr.  Wakstein. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Luther  Churchill,  Supervisor 
of  Music,  his  assistant,  Mr.  Richard  E.  Nelson,  and  to  Mrs.  Sylvia  G. 
Matheson,  Supervisor  of  Art,  for  their  excellent  tutelage  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  spheres,  for  their  cooperation  in  many  phases  of  the  school  program, 
and  for  their  helpfulness  in  public  programs  presented  by  the  school. 

In  the  education  of  the  child,  character  training  and  academic  in¬ 
struction  go  hand  in  hand.  Moral  and  social  values  are  not  set  apart  from 
the  child’s  school  routine.  Pupils  are  taught  courtesy,  responsibility,  and 
dependability  by  many  examples  and  participation  activities  in  the  school 
day.  Mention  can  be  made  of  opening  exercises  and  such  instruction,  Red 
Cross  programs,  and  correlative  classroom  plays  and  projects  directed 
toward  good  citizenship.  Each  room  relies  upon  the  pupils  to  carry  out 
the  many  necessary  housekeeping  tasks,  which  are  looked  upon  with  as 
serious  a  vein  as  an  academic  lesson.  Pride  in  getting  the  correct  milk 
count,  doing  a  good  job  in  dusting,  passing  inspection  in  doing  a  good 
cleaning  job  on  your  dinner  table,  all  instill  a  sense  of  accomplishment 
and  responsibility  in  the  growing  child.  A  supervised,  yet  a  freedom  of 
movement  type  of  passing  in  and  out  of  the  building,  and  going  to  various 
classrooms  stresses  self-discipline  in  behavior.  A  fine  social  atmosphere 
is  achieved  in  the  cafeteria  where,  under  teacher  supervision,  pupils  learn 
many  of  the  courtesies  of  human  relationships.  In  numberless  ways,  by 
teaching  and  examples,  the  teacher  constantly  strives  to  imprint  upon  this 
impressionable  mind  the  virtues  of  right  living  and  good  citizenship. 

With  Mrs.  Virginia  Cahoon’s  resignation,  Mrs.  Frances  P.  Hinckley 
has  joined  the  staff  of  teachers  at  Mayflower  School.  Mrs.  Hinckley 
taught  grade  4  one  year  and  grade  3  one  year  in  Ipswich,  Massachusetts, 
prior  to  coming  to  Middleboro. 

With  School  Street  School  and  Union  Street  School,  the  Mayflower 
School  combines  to  form  the  Central  Elementary  Schools  P.T.A.  It  has 
proven  to  be  a  satisfactory  arrangement,  with  educational  and  business 
meetings  held  as  a  group,  while  parent  visitation  days  are  held  by  the 
individual  buildings.  The  popularity  of  the  open  house  visitations  is  sub¬ 
stantiated  by  the  large  number  of  parents  that  appear  to  confer  with  their 
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child’s  teacher  and  view  his  work.  The  P.T.A.  organization  can  boast  of 
selecting  and  procuring  fine  educational  programs,  maintaining  an  active 
ways  and  means  committee,  and  providing  a  social  note  to  its  meetings. 
Credit  must  be  given  to  the  officers  and  many  committee  workers  in 
making  our  P.T.A.  an  integral  unit  of  the  school. 

The  hot  lunch  program  progresses  very  satisfactorily,  serving  ap¬ 
proximately  200  pupils  daily.  Mrs.  Barbara  M.  Quindley,  head  cook,  and 
her  assistants,  Mrs.  Jeanne  E.  Roberts,  and  Miss  Joanne  Cabral  deserve 
a  word  of  praise  for  their  efforts  in  offering  a  varied  and  tasteful  bill  of 
fare,  and  for  the  efficient  management  of  the  kitchen.  The  aid  in  the  pro¬ 
curement  of  the  meal,  the  fine  social  atmosphere  at  the  tables,  and  the 
orderly  exits  from  the  cafeteria,  are  all  a  tribute  to  the  teachers,  all  of 
whom  eat  lunch  with  their  own  classes.  Not  to  be  slighted  is  the  profi¬ 
ciency  in  many  tasks,  both  in  the  kitchen  and  in  the  cafeteria,  by  various 
pupil  helpers,  which  round  out  a  smooth,  efficient  operation. 

Nearing  the  end  of  a  second  year  in  operation,  all  facets  of  the  physi¬ 
cal  plant  of  the  Mayflower  School  are  passing  satisfactory  inspection 
under  use.  This  is  a  commendation  to  the  planners  and  builders  of  the 
school.  Last  summer  but  a  few  minor  repairs  were  necessitated.  To  pre¬ 
serve  its  original  finish,  a  seal  coat  was  applied  to  the  floor  of  the  multi¬ 
purpose  room.  The  use  of  the  grassed  area  for  play  has  resulted  in  less 
sand  being  brought  into  the  builidng.  Constant  vigilance  by  all  personnel, 
and  excellent  maintenance  by  head  custodian,  Mr.  Ernest  Bigelow,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Edward  Medas,  has  resulted  in  little  appreciable  wear  to  the 
building.

Regular  periodic  visits  to  the  Rock  and  South  Middleboro  schools 
insure  their  being  instructed  in  any  academic  developments  consistent 
with  over-all  school  policy.  In  like  manner,  administrative  procedures 
such  as  report  cards,  weekly  bulletins,  supplies,  books,  and  general  main- 
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tenance  receive  the  same  consideration  as  in  the  larger  Mayflower  School. 
Observation  of  teaching  techniques,  grouping  procedures,  and  trial  use  of 
new  texts  and  devices  serve  to  guage  their  introduction  and  continuance 
in  all  schools.  Therefore,  there  is  mutual  benefit  to  the  Rock,  South 
Middleboro,  and  Mayflower  Schools  in  the  coordination  of  their  super¬ 
vision. 

Last  year  particular  emphasis  was  placed  upon  grade  standards.  A 
slightly  larger  number  of  pupils  were  retained,  but  we  cannot  point  to 
one  as  being  a  mistake  in  judgment.  Not  only  is  there  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  academic  progress  of  these  pupils,  but  an  attitude  of  con¬ 
fidence  and  anticipation  has  replaced  one  of  discouragement  and  defeat. 

As  of  September,  1958,  grade  4  at  South  Middleboro  is  being  used  as 
a  controlled  group  in  remedial  reading.  Miss  Leah  Boutin  employs  reme¬ 
dial  reading  techniques  with  the  entire  class.  One  visit  per  week  is  made. 
At  that  time  new  principles  are  taught  and  previous  ones  reviewed. 
Then  Mrs.  Hawkins  stresses  these  as  they  occur  in  their  daily  work.  This 
ramification  should  bring  results  in  spelling  as  well  as  in  reading. 

At  the  Rock  and  South  Middleboro  schools  a  speech  evaluation  survey 
has  been  conducted  by  Mr.  Mason  P.  Wakstein.  Those  children  who  need 
speech  correction  will  receive  therapy  during  the  spring  term. 

Rock  and  South  Middleboro  schools  are  self-contained  teaching  units 
whereby  the  teachers  are  with  the  pupils  from  the  moment  they  arrive 
by  buses  until  they  depart  in  the  afternoon.  These  teachers  teach  the 
pupils,  supervise  them  on  the  playground,  and  eat  with  them.  Their  in¬ 
struction  transcends  the  academic.  Such  close  contact  affords  many  les¬ 
sons  in  good  citizenship  and  a  proper  sense  of  moral  and  social  values.  A 
warm  word  of  praise  goes  to  these  teachers  for  this  vital  aspect  of  helping 
boys  and  girls  to  grow. 

In  November,  Mrs.  Alice  C.  Harlow  replaced  Mrs.  Margaret  Szupillo 
as  Grade  2  teacher  at  Rock  School.  Mrs.  Harlow  received  her  B.S.  in 
Education  degree  from  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Bridgewater,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  1940.  She  has  previously  taught  in  Plymouth,  Pembroke,  and 
Plympton. 

The  Rock-South  Middleboro  Schools  P.T.A.  alternates  its  meetings 
between  the  two  schools.  There  is  gratification  in  attending  one  of  its 
meetings,  for  not  only  is  there  a  display  of  fine  spirit,  but  the  attend¬ 
ance  is  usually  a  high  percentage  of  the  parents.  These  people  are  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  academic  endeavors  of  their  children,  and  also  are  concerned 
with  the  physical  betterments  that  they  can  make  to  the  schools. 

Decided  improvements  were  made  to  these  two  buildings  the  past 
year.  At  the  South  Middleboro  School  a  portion  of  the  exterior  of  the 
building  was  painted.  New  doors  were  installed  on  the  front  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  and  storm  windows  provided  for  the  grade  4  room.  In  the  grade  3 
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classroom  the  ceiling  was  painted,  a  new  greenboard  and  bulletin  board 
were  installed,  and  the  window  ventilators  were  altered.  A  new  slide 
door  was  installed  at  the  Rock  School  and  some  better  desks  and  chairs 
were  provided  for  the  grade  2  classroom.

In  grades  one  through  six  the  prescribed  courses  of  study  are  being 
taught  effectively. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  classroom  teaching,  the  Remedial  Reading 
Program  has  done  much  to  improve  the  pupil  with  a  reading  handicap. 
Miss  Boutin  spends  three  afternoons  a  week  at  the  building.  Most  of  her 
work  is  focused  on  the  pupils  in  grades  three,  four  and  five  who  need 
added  help  and  practice.  Each  of  these  groups  receive  the  equivalent 
of  one  and  a  half  hours  of  instruction  weekly. 

Another  area  successfully  being  handled  at  the  school  is  the  Music 
Program  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Luther  Churchill,  Supervisor  of 
Music,  and  Mr.  Richard  Nelson,  his  assistant.  The  regular  outline  and 
course  of  study  in  this  area  is  the  responsibility  of  the  classroom  teacher. 
In  addition,  an  instrumental  program  for  beginners  is  conducted  by  Mr. 
Nelson.  Pupils  of  this  school  participate  in  the  townwide  Elementary 
Band.  An  Elementary  Choir  has  been  in  operation  here  for  the  last  three 
years.  Pupils  of  grades  five  and  six  make  up  this  group,  and  have  shown 
great  talent  in  the  various  programs  of  which  they  have  participated. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Sylvia  G.  Matheson,  Art  Supervisor,  and 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Carver  H.  Mann,  Art  Teacher,  the  study  of  art 
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has  been  extended  this  year.  The  skills  taught  in  this  phase  of  school 
work  do  much  to  help  correlate  the  work  accomplished  in  other  areas. 

Not  only  is  the  school  interested  in  the  academic  and  cultural  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  pupil,  but  also  in  the  pupil’s  physical  growth  and  devel¬ 
opment.  All  of  the  children  in  grades  one  through  six  have  been  given 
the  Audiometer  Test  and  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test.  Children  in 
grades  one  and  four  have  received  physical  examinations.  Speech  cor¬ 
rection  classes  have  been  held  weekly.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  the  school  nurse,  immunization  clinics  have  been 
conducted.  Pupils  have  been  weighed  and  measured.  All  accident  cases 
of  a  serious  nature  are  referred  to  and  handled  by  the  school  nurse. 

The  guidance  and  standard  testing  is  done  by  the  classroom  teacher. 
All  grades  are  given  some  form  of  a  standard  test,  using  the  results  to 
help  the  teacher  better  understand  the  child  and  his  capacity  to  learn. 

The  child  is  also  taught  Health,  Safety  and  Good  Citizenship. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincerest  thanks  to  the  West  Side  School 
P.T.A.  for  their  generous  donations.  The  Opaque  Projector  purchased  by 
them  this  year  completes  the  audio-visual  equipment  needed  by  the  school 
to  promote  a  good  program. 

Most  of  the  school  playground,  badly  in  need  of  grading  and  surfac¬ 
ing,  was  completed  this  fall.  The  original  building  has  been  shingled  on 
two  sides.  On  the  inside,  the  boys’  and  girls’  toilet  rooms  have  been 
painted  making  for  good  clean  sanitary  facilities.  The  major  repairs  this 
past  year  have  done  much  to  improve  the  looks  of  the  building  and  to 
provide  a  safer  play  area  for  the  pupil.

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As  is  indicated  by  the  above  statistics,  School  Street  School  is  organ¬ 
ized,  as  it  was  last  year,  with  three  third  grades,  two  fourth  grades,  two 
fifth  grades,  and  eight  faculty  members.  Our  class  membership  averages 
32  pupils.  This  is  a  most  efficient  number  with  which  to  carry  out  an 
effective  educational  program. 

In  addition  to  the  seven  regularly  assigned  classrooms,  we  are  most 
fortunate  to  have  one  room  available  for  use  by  the  various  supervisors 
for  special  purposes.  Such  a  room  makes  it  possible  to  conduct  extra 
educational  services  without  causing  a  general  disturbance  in  the  orderly 
day-by-day  procedure  in  the  classroom. 

Education  is  a  total  development  in  the  growth  of  a  child,  and  in 
order  that  each  pupil  may  achieve  a  maximum  of  educational  opportuni¬ 
ties  various  skills  and  techniques  must  be  utilized.  We  at  School  Street 
School  follow,  in  our  educational  program,  the  basic  curriculum  guides 
provided  by  the  Middleboro  School  Department.  These  valuable  courses 
of  study  have  been  compiled  by  various  individuals  of  our  system,  who  by 
their  experience  in  the  classroom  and  by  studying  at  various  higher  insti¬ 
tutions  of  learning,  have  been  able  to  compile  a  most  satisfactory  guide  in 
various  subject  fields. 

Our  Reading  Program  continues  to  be  based  on  the  individual  needs 
of  the  pupil.  Reading  classes  are  grouped  according  to  these  needs.  The 
faculty  members  use  special  reading  skills  and  techniques  necessary  for 
the  particular  grade  and  their  work  is  enriched  by  the  efforts  of  our 
Remedial  Reading  instructor,  Miss  Leah  Boutin.  The  basic  reading  sys¬ 
tem  in  all  grades  is  the  Scott,  Foresman  Reading  Program. 

We  have  followed  this  grouping  according  to  needs  one  step  further 
this  year.  As  a  result  of  a  research  study,  it  was  learned  that  pupils 
having  difficulty  with  reading  tend,  also,  to  have  difficulty  in  spelling; 
bearing  this  in  mind  we  initiated  a  special  course  in  Third  Grade  spelling 
so  that  our  reading  groups  are  now  being  taught  spelling  that  corresponds 
to  their  group  needs.  This  program  appears,  at  the  writing  of  this  report, 
to  be  fulfilling  our  expectations. 

In  order  to  make  more  meaningful  to  the  student  the  value  of  library 
work,  our  fourth  grades  were  given  a  course  in  library  techniques  by  Mrs. 
Mertie  Witbeck.  This  instruction  was  conducted  in  the  Middleborough 
Public  Library. 

The  testing  program  as  outlined  by  the  Administrative  Council  is 
being  followed.  All  pupils  in  Grade  three  have  been  given  the  California 
Test  of  Mental  Maturity  and  all  pupils  in  Grade  five  have  had  the  Stan¬ 
ford  Achievement  Test.  The  results  of  these  standardized  tests  are  most 
valuable  in  aiding  the  teacher  to  present  a  more  realistic  academic  course 
based  on  the  performance  demonstrated  by  the  pupils  on  these  tests. 
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In  addition  to  our  regular  Music  Program,  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Churchill;  his  assistant,  Mr.  Richard  Nelson,  conducts  instrumental 
lessons  here  each  Tuesday.  At  present  twenty-eight  pupils  are  receiving 
this  additional  instruction. 

Beyond  the  academic  aspects  of  the  school  program,  we  must  be 
concerned  with  the  health  and  safety  of  our  school  population.  The 
School  Nurse  has  examined  the  eyes  of  every  pupil,  each  student  in  Grade 
four  has  had  a  physical  examination  by  the  school  physician,  and  each 
pupil  in  Grade  five  has  had  his  teeth  examined  by  the  school  dentist. 

All  possible  measures  for  the  safety  of  the  pupil  are  employed  by 
the  school  personnel.  The  children  are  properly  supervised  while  on  the 
playground  and  at  any  time  there  is  general  passing  in  the  building. 
Fire  drills  are  held  in  accordance  with  the  policy  adopted  by  the  Middle- 
borough  School  Committee. 

Another  important  aspect  of  the  school  program  is  to  help  the  pupils 
grow  up  to  be  the  kind  of  citizens  required  for  our  democratic  society. 
Children  must  be  taught  how  to  work  together  in  groups,  to  respect  the 
rights  of  others,  and  to  respect  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  This  is 
the  end  result  of  learning  together  and  performing  the  necessary  duties 
in  the  classroom.  Each  teacher,  during  the  course  of  the  school  day, 
utilizes  any  occasion  that  presents  itself  to  instruct  the  class  in  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  being  a  good  citizen. 

We  had  only  one  change  in  the  faculty  at  School  Street  this  year. 
Mrs.  Marjorie  Levesque  resigned  at  the  close  of  school  last  June,  and 
Mrs.  Ethel  Manwaring  was  elected  to  teach  Grade  three  here.  Mrs.  Man- 
waring  has  had  eight  years  teaching  experience,  five  and  a  half  years 
of  them  at  the  Union  Street  School. 

Our  Parent-Teacher  Association  during  the  year  1958  held  two  gen¬ 
eral  type  meetings  and,  also,  held  an  open  house  on  November  12,  at 
which  parents  conferred  with  the  teachers  and  were  given  an  opportunity 
to  view  examples  of  their  children’s  work.  Through  such  activities  the 
Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  to  be  an  effective  aid  to  the  total 
school  program.

The  North  Middleboro  Elementary  School  District  is  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  serves  this  district  as 
the  principal.  All  of  the  teaching  services  of  the  district  parallel  those 
of  the  other  schools.  Much  of  the  similarity  of  the  services  is  maintained 
by  conducting  monthly  faculty  meetings,  at  which  time  basic  problems 
are  considered.  This  district  has  been  fortunate  in  that  all  of  the  teachers 
have  had  extensive  experience  and  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Town 
for  some  time. 

The  three  custodians  who  serve  this  district  on  a  part-time  basis  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  efficient  and  conscientious  manner  in  perform¬ 
ing  their  duties.  These  three  buildings  are  clean  at  all  times. 

Shortly  after  school  commenced  in  September,  the  Plymouth  Street 
and  Pleasant  Street  Schools  were  given  a  touch  up  and  one  coat  applica¬ 
tion  of  exterior  paint.  This  work  was  performed  by  our  maintenance 
staff.  At  the  same  time,  a  new  chimney  was  installed  at  the  Plymouth 
Street  School. 

At  the  Pratt  Free  School,  the  Trustees  of  this  building  had  the  fire 
escape  repaired  and  a  new  outside  rubbish  depository  installed.

The  basic  function  of  an  Elementary  School  is  to  lead  every  child  in 
experiences  so  that  he  may  become  a  good  upright  citizen,  and  lead  a 
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useful  life  in  his  community.  These  experiences  include  attitudes,  abili¬ 
ties,  and  skills  which  give  a  child  physical,  emotional,  and  intellectual 
growth. 

First  a  child’s  health  must  be  considered.  Yearly,  a  physical  exami¬ 
nation  is  given  in  the  first  grade,  plus  a  sight  and  hearing  examination 
for  all  children.  The  School  Nurse  has  made  periodic  visits  to  check  each 
child’s  weight  and  to  make  suggestions  for  general  care.  Most  children 
have  made  use  of  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Dental  Clinic  and  the  Diph¬ 
theria  Clinic  held  in  the  spring. 

A  well  child  is  usually  emotionally  stable  and  ready  to  progress  in¬ 
tellectually.  In  our  school  the  basic  skills  are  taught,  the  so-called  tool 
subjects.  To  progress  a  child  must  grow  in  efficiency  in  thinking,  com¬ 
prehending  the  printed  page,  lettering,  listening,  and  conversation,  and 
of  course,  become  better  equipped  to  take  up  his  reading,  mathematics, 
geography,  history  and  science.  These  skills  we  have  tried  to  accomplish 
from  year  to  year.  They  are  supplemented  by  a  visual-aid  program.  Field 
trips,  film  strips,  slides,  exhibits  and  pictures  have  been  readily  available. 
The  pupils  also  have  had  creative  experiences  in  the  field  of  music  and 
art.  We  have  made  our  own  musical  instruments  for  a  rhythm  band  as 
our  part  in  the  “Funny  Parade”  held  each  year.  Many  records  have  been 
made  available  by  parents  for  listening  experiences.  All  children  have 
taken  part  in  the  art  display  for  the  Superintendent’s  bulletin  board. 

New  and  very  beautiful  supplementary  music  books  from  the  series, 
“Music  for  Living”,  are  now  being  used  for  rote  songs.  The  children  have 
had  the  opportunity  to  entertain  their  parents  on  our  visiting  days,  with 
choral  readings,  dramatizations  and  singing. 

In  conclusion,  I  believe,  to  have  the  best  school  worthy  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  is  full  cooperation  with  school  officials,  building  associates,  pupils 
and  each  and  every  parent.  The  most  pleasant  phase  of  being  a  teacher- 
principal  is  the  opportunity  of  meeting  all  parents,  teachers  and  many 
former  pupils,  thus  enabling  me  to  have  a  closer  contact  with  the  home 
and  the  pupil.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

The  standards  of  art  education  in  the  Middleboro  schools  this  past 
year  were  organized  to  consist  of  the  following  elements: 

To  develop  the  creative  abilities  of  the  pupils;  to  develop  the  powers 
of  observation  and  visual  judgment;  to  develop  the  capacity  for  apprecia¬ 
tion;  to  discover  and  guide  the  talented  pupil;  to  provide  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  socially  desirable  habits  and  good  citizenship. 

Using  the  above  standards,  a  complete  outline  was  planned  for  all 
of  the  twelve  grades.  In  making  the  broad  general  plan  for  art  experi¬ 
ences,  the  essentials  of  a  well-balanced  program  were  considered. 
Realizing  that  not  all  pupils  respond  to  the  same  type  of  subject  or 
medium  of  expression,  lessons  were  planned  in  four  major  fields  of 
experiences. 

I.  Graphic  expression  —  drawing,  painting,  lettering. 

II.  Design  —  selecting  and  arranging,  creating  and  decorating. 

III.  Craft  and  Construction  —  making  articles  from  wood,  clay,  cloth. 

IV.  Appreciation  —  observing,  discussing,  choosing  and  arranging. 

Units  of  work  from  the  above  outline  stimulated  many  kinds  of  activi¬ 
ties  which  provided  for  individual  differences  and  developed  richness  of 
experiences  through  integration  with  other  subjects.  We  have  concen¬ 
trated  on  correlating  art  with  science  in  grades  one  through  six  this 
past  year. 

Art  and  science  are  not  rivals,  but  supporting  disciplines.  The  world 
needs  creative  people  of  all  kinds.  Part  of  the  challenge  to  the  arts  lies 
in  the  fact  that  the  arts  can  be  made  to  contribute  much  to  the  shaping 
of  a  first-class  scientist  —  not  only  because  they  help  to  make  him  a  well- 
balanced,  happy  person,  but  because  they  exercise  and  intensify  in  him 
the  very  attributes  he  needs  for  his  work:  sensitivity,  imagination,  crea¬ 
tivity,  and  the  capacity  for  sustained  concentration.  Art  education  is 
noteworthy  in  the  way  it  respects  and  provides  for  individual  differences. 
All  boys  and  girls  have  a  capacity  to  be  creative  and  art  is  one  of  the 
phases  of  the  total  curriculum  in  which  they  can  perform  successfully 
with  a  variety  of  results.  Lessons  were  given  in  this  area  to  provide 
students  to  realize  the  supporting  effect  that  art  gives  to  science. 

In  March  a  three-day  Art  Workshop  was  held  at  the  Mayflower 
School.  A  total  of  28  Middleboro  teachers  were  enrolled.  We  awarded 
In-Service  credit  certificates  to  all  of  the  teachers  completing  the  courses. 
The  courses  were  divided  into  three  parts.  The  first  course  conducted  by 
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me  covered  Color  Theory  and  Practice.  Mr.  Robert  Brady,  art  instructor 
of  the  Memorial  High  School,  gave  a  course  on  Composition  and  Design. 
Mr.  Carver  H.  Mann,  art  instructor  of  the  Middleboro  Junior  High  School, 
gave  a  course  in  Ceramics  and  Crafts.  Each  course  covered  a  ten-hour 
session.  This  workshop  proved  very  inspiring  and  helpful  to  the  teachers. 

In  the  Massachusetts  Scholastic  Art  contest  (sponsored  by  the  Boston 
Globe)  two  of  our  students  were  awarded  the  gold  key  of  merit  for  their 
outstanding  art  work  —  one  student  from  the  Middleborough  Junior  High 
School  and  one  from  the  Memorial  High  School.  Three  students  from  the 
High  School  graduating  class  are  now  attending  art  schools. 

An  exhibit  of  creative  art  work  by  the  pupils  has  been  on  display  in 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Each  school  was  assigned  a 
month  in  which  to  furnish  material  for  the  large  bulletin  board.  This  has 
been  much  admired  and  appreciated  by  the  many  visitors. 

An  exhibition  of  thirty-eight  handmade  dolls  was  on  display  in  the 
Public  Library  during  November.  These  dolls  were  created  of  discarded 
materials  found  around  the  home.  This  was  a  project  of  the  students  in 
the  costume  design  class  of  the  Memorial  High  School. 

In  October  a  fine  exhibition  of  papier-mache  masks  made  by  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  the  Middleborough  Junior  High  School  was  on  display  in  one 
of  the  down  town  stores. 

Throughout  the  year,  besides  teaching  at  the  Memorial  High  School 
every  day,  visits  have  been  made  regularly  to  all  of  the  elementary 
schools.  In  the  elementary  grades,  I  have  taught  a  lesson  in  each  class¬ 
room  on  the  days  scheduled  for  visits.  Each  teacher  in  the  grades,  as  well 
as  at  the  Middleborough  Junior  High  School  and  Memorial  High  School, 
has  been  provided  with  a  course  of  study.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Vocal  music  continues  to  be  a  very  important  part  of  the  music  pro¬ 
gram  throughout  all  grades.  I  am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  of 
the  grade  teachers  in  promoting  an  active  vocal  program.  These  grades 
were  supervised  by  Miss  Dorothy  Ferry  until  she  resigned  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year  and  since  September  Mr.  Richard  Nelson  has  very  capably 
assumed  these  duties.  I  supervise  the  vocal  music  at  the  School  Street

School  and  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  at  the  Mayflower  School.  Mrs. 
Berlene  Casselberry  teaches  all  of  the  vocal  music  at  the  Middleborough 
Junior  High  School. 

The  vocal  program  at  the  high  school  level  consists  of  a  male  glee 
club  conducted  by  Mr.  Nelson,  a  girls’  glee  club  and  an  a  cappella  choir 
which  I  direct.  The  two  glee  clubs  meet  once  each  week  and  are  primarily 
training  groups  for  the  a  cappella  choir. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was  the  program  presented  by  the 
a  cappella  choir  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts  last  March.  The  audience 
consisted  of  over  three  hundred  music  educators.  At  the  end  of  the 
program  the  choir  received  a  standing  ovation  from  the  audience  and  I 
was  overwhelmed  with  congratulations  from  my  contemporaries  in  this 
field  of  public  school  music. 

The  instrumental  music  program  continues  to  attract  large  numbers 
of  youngsters  from  the  fourth  grade  through  high  school.  Our  High 
School  Band  this  year  has  a  membership  of  about  eighty,  the  Junior 
High  School  Band  consists  of  about  fifty  girls  and  boys  from  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades,  and  the  Elementary  School  Band  has  a  membership 
of  about  seventy.  Many  of  the  residents  of  the  Town  were  impressed 
when  they  witnessed  the  Veterans’  Day  Parade  with  our  three  bands  with 
a  membership  of  about  two  hundred  girls  and  boys.  About  the  middle  of 
November  we  started  a  new  class  of  seventy  beginners.  These  children 
will  be  given  free  class  lessons  by  Mr.  Nelson  for  the  remainder  of  the 
school  year. 

I  selected  sixteen  boys  and  girls  from  the  Memorial  High  School 
Band  and  formed  a  dance  band  unit,  which  has  met  once  each  week. 
However,  due  to  conflictions  in  the  schedule,  I  have  had  to  omit  rehearsals 
during  the  basketball  season.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  very  important 
phase  of  instrumental  music  can  be  continued  in  the  near  future. 

Other  instrumental  groups  at  the  high  school  level  consist  of  a 
string  trio,  a  flute  trio,  a  brass  ensemble  and  the  orchestra. 

During  National  Music  Week  last  May,  Miss  Ferry  and  I  presented 
a  series  of  four  concerts,  which  began  with  the  annual  band  concert  in 
the  Town  Hall.  All  three  bands  performed  at  this  concert.  On  the  follow¬ 
ing  Monday  night  a  concert  was  given  in  the  Mayflower  School.  The  per¬ 
formers  were  children  from  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  of  the  West  Side 
School,  School  Street  School  and  the  Mayflower  School.  The  program  con¬ 
sisted  of  both  instrumental  and  vocal  selections.  On  Wednesday  evening 
the  Middleborough  Junior  High  School  boys  and  girls  presented  their 
program  in  the  Memorial  High  School  auditorium  and  on  Friday  evening 
the  Memorial  High  School  musical  groups  performed. 

The  personnel  of  the  music  department  has  planned,  rehearsed  and 
presented  forty  public  appearances  of  our  young  people  during  the  year 
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1958,  and  I  have  attended  twelve  meetings  of  music  educators;  consisting 
of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  School  Bandmasters  Association 
(SEMSBA),  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Music  Educators  group  or 
the  Massachusetts  Music  Educators  Association,  which  is  the  parent 
organization.

Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Athletics 

The  most  noteworthy  changes  in  the  athletic  program  in  1958  took 
place  at  the  Middleborough  Junior  High  School.  Under  the  direction  of 
Miss  E.  Fen  Carpenter,  a  much  more  extensive  intramural  program  for 
the  girls  was  carried  out  than  in  previous  years.  Basketball,  badminton 
and  field  hockey  were  the  sports  concentrated  on  mostly. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Edwin  Denton,  the  boys  also  had  an 
accelerated  intramural,  as  well  as  interscholastic,  program.  In  addition 
to  basketball  and  baseball,  soccer  was  introduced  for  the  first  time  and  a 
six  team  intramural  league  interested  about  75  boys  in  participating  in 
this  active  sport  all  fall. 

The  big  obstacle  in  the  Middleborough  Junior  High  athletic  program 
is  the  lack  of  an  adequate  athletic  field.  Last  spring  the  boys  traveled 
back  and  forth  from  the  West  Side  Playground  for  all  of  their  baseball 
activity.  This  past  fall  the  girls  played  field  hockey  on  the  same  field  the 
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boys  used  for  soccer,  making  it  necessary  for  one  group  or  the  other 
to  have  a  maximum  of  two  days  each  week  for  their  activity. 

The  only  change  in  the  athletic  program  at  the  Memorial  High  School 
found  the  cross  country  team  competing  for  the  first  time  in  the  newly 
formed  Old  Colony  Cross  Country  League.  Under  the  able  direction  of 
Coach  Kearney,  they  not  only  won  all  the  league  meets,  but  the  non  league 
meets  as  well,  and  wound  up  the  season  by  coming  in  first  in  the  South 
Shore  District  meet.
